Nonoxynol-9 
on the ropes 

Two more lube makers 
stop using spermicide 


by Ed Walsh 


N onoxynol-9 lubricants aren’t dead yet, but they ap¬ 
pear to be on the critical list. 

Two more manufacturers last week announced 
that they will discontinue making lubricants with the 
spermicide N-9, leaving only one major producer, 
Westridge Laboratories, still making it. Westridge pro¬ 
duces lubricants under the ID Glide Plus brand. 

“This product is killing gay men,” said Michael Lauro 
of Survive AIDS. “It’s worse than a marketing ploy,” he 
noted, referring to companies that still make N-9-laced 
condoms and lube despite the dangers and without any 
proven benefit to the consumer. The makers of Trojan, 
Durex, and LifeStyles condoms still make versions of their 
products with N-9 lube. 

Manufacturers first began putting N-9 in condoms 
and lube after initial studies showed that it killed HIV in 
the test tube. Subsequent tests on people have shown that 
far from preventing HIV infection, it significantly in¬ 
creased the risk of getting the virus because N-9 literally 
strips away the anus’s protective layer of epithelial cells. 
Both the World Health Organization and the Centers of 
Disease Control and Prevention have unequivocally ad¬ 
vised against the use of N-9 lube for anal sex. 

Lauro was also critical of the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health and HIV prevention agencies for 
not aggressively warning of N-9’s dangers. 

“They’ve been asleep at the switch,” the activist said. 
Last month, San Francisco Supervisor Mark Leno 
asked the San Francisco city‘attorney to draft legislation 
that would ban N-9 lubricants in San Francisco. That leg¬ 
islation was prompted by a Bay Area Reporter survey that 
found that the lubricants continue to be sold throughout 
the city, despite the well-documented dangers, even in

A ccused murderer 
Jim McKinnon 
says he’s the real 
victim.

T he 29th annual Castro Street Fair arrives this Sunday sporting a wig 
and featuring a four-member Latino boy band. 

Due to its growing popularity with fairgoers, the Latino stage will be 
the main event at this year’s Castro neighborhood block party. Instead of 
the usual rock lineup, Sony recording artists MDO, direct from Puerto Rico, 
will headline the main stage, which will also feature a go-go cavalcade from 
Futura, LatinGuyz.com, and LatinJocks.com. 

“The Latino stage was doing so well at 18th and Castro that we were 
running out of room there. The Latino community is growing, and grow¬ 
ing in their acceptance of gayness in their community,” said Pablo Heising, 
the fair’s executive director, as to the reason for the change in stage lineups. 
“They do a great show and have a lot of pretty boys; that always helps the 
stage.” 

Other performances will include Octavianno, formerly with Spanish Fly, 
accompanied by live band Malo, the Brazilian Dance Troupe Birds of Par¬ 
adise, Ballet Folklorico de San Francisco, Itotiani Aztec Dancers, and a 10- 
piece Mariachi band. 

Replacing the Latino stage at its previous location will be a drag stage, 
a first for the street fair. Returning stages will be the country western stage 
behind the Castro Street Theatre and the techno stage behind Walgreens. 

Started in 1974 by Harvey Milk, the Castro Street Fair is now one of San 
Francisco’s longest-running and most exciting cultural events. Up and 
down the streets, local artists and craftspeople and supporting retail busi¬ 
nesses show their wares, and community organizations provide valuable 
information to passersby. 

Featured on Castro Street between 18th and 19th streets is the “Best of 
Show” area, with the finest in handmade crafts. On Market Street, the 
dozens of groups that are active in the community offer their information 
on a wide variety of concerns and services. 

Fair organizers ask for a $3 donation which gets $1 off drinks and ben¬ 
efits more than 20 neighborhood groups and local nonprofits. Last year, 
the fair raised $50,000 to support these organizations. 

The fair will take place from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m. Sunday, October 6. Local 
streets in the Castro area will be closed from 4 a.m. to 10 p.m. the day of the 
fair and include Market, Castro, 17th, 18th, and 19th streets.

When asked why he 
had to resort to killing a 
man nearly 20 years his 
senior in self-defense, 
McKinnon explained that 
because he was sick, he 
was much weaker and 
more vulnerable to Ober.

I never had 
any training. I took three 
karate classes. I signed up 
for a year and I took three 
classes and my Mom wound up paying 300 
and some-odd dollars for nothing. I was 11. 
I never liked if. I never liked the violence. I 
used to get beat up every day when I was a 
„kid.. J hate violence. I hate it with a passion. 

“He tried to sexu¬ 
ally assault me,” 

McKinnon insisted. 

McKinnon was 
arrested on Septem¬ 
ber 13. Three days 
earlier police found 
Ober’s body in the 
bathtub of Ober’s 
home. They were 
alerted by a neighbor 
who noticed a foul 
odor coming from 
Ober’s apartment. 

Police said McKinnon told neighbors that he 
was watering Ober’s plants while Ober was 
away on a cruise. Police say Ober was first 
noticed missing about a month before his 
body was found. McKinnon told the B.A.R. 
that he doesn’t know when he killed Ober. 

McKinnon said he had bruises that were 
noticed by people at the Pendulum bar that 
are proof of the struggle he said he got in to 
defend himself. 

A Pendulum bartender, Frank Franco, 
told the B.A.R. that people there noticed the 
bruises. Franco said that McKinnon ex¬

Noe Valley Neighborhood Emergency 
Response Team training starts October 9

T he next Neighborhood 
Emergency Response Team 
training for residents of Noe 
Valley and Glen Park will begin 
this Wednesday, October 9. 

The NERT program was start¬ 
ed by the San Francisco Fire De¬ 
partment after the 1989 Loma Pri- 
eta earthquake. Participation in 


NERT training classes skyrocket¬ 
ed following the September 11 
terrorist attacks last year. 

Basic NERT training consists 
of six two and a half hour classes 
taught by SFFD instructors. Par¬ 
ticipants learn about basic fire 
suppression, hazard mitigation, 
disaster medicine, and light search 
and rescue. The last session is a 
drill in which trainees put their 
new skills to the test. To keep skills 


up to date, NERT holds annual 
neighborhood and citywide drills.

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SF syphilis rates rising

: he number of gay and bisex¬ 
ual men who have contacted 

1 syphilis this year has sky¬ 
rocketed, with the city’s total cases 
more than doubling over last year. 
Other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases such as gonorrhea and 
chlamydia also continue to rise. 

According to the Department 
of Public Health’s latest monthly 
STD report, there have been 403 
cases of syphilis during the first 
eight months of 2002, compared 
to 160 documented cases during 
the same period in 2001. Of those 
cases, the number of symptomatic 
syphilis, or those cases that are in¬ 
fectious, totaled 214 this year 
compared to 75 cases in 2001. 

The city’s chlamydia cases rose 
to 2,297 this year from 2,039 in 
2001 and gonorrhea rose to 1,513 
cases compared to 1,387 last year. 

Men who have sex with men 
are the population most at risk for 
contracting syphilis, according to 
public health officials. The health 
department estimates 90 percent 
of early syphilis cases are among 
gay and bisexual men. The health 
department also has found that 
nearly all of the cases are occur¬ 
ring in men who have sex with 
men who report large numbers of 
anonymous partners met in com¬ 
mercial sex venues, such as bath¬ 
houses, sex clubs, and adult book¬ 
stores, as well as on the Internet. 

And these officials note in their 
report that “knowledge about 
syphilis symptoms is low in this 
community. Increasing symptom 



recognition enhances the likeli¬ 
hood that persons will seek med¬ 
ical care, which is critical for con¬ 
trolling the epidemic.” 

San Francisco is not alone. Ac¬ 
cording to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Miami, and Seattle are all experi¬ 
encing upsurges in syphilis cases. 

“The CDC is extremely con¬ 
cerned about this situation, not 
just in San Francisco but across 
the nation,” said Dr. Ron Valdiser- 
ri, deputy director of the CDC’s 
National Center for HIV, STD and 
TB Prevention. “Over the past 24 
months we have been aggressively 
acting on this situation and are at¬ 
tempting to intervene across the 
United States.” 


In July, a team of 13 CDC eval¬ 
uators visited San Francisco’s STD 
program to conduct a syphilis as¬ 
sessment. As a result of the assess¬ 
ment, the STD program is hopeful 
that they will receive additional fi¬ 
nancial resources to allow the hir¬ 
ing of additional staff to work with 
syphilis patients and providers. 

“After two decades of successful 
HIV prevention approaches 
among MSM, we now find our¬ 
selves in a situation where various 
communities are at risk and the 
concern is this is clearly underscor¬ 
ing the need for new prevention 
strategies that reflect the changing 
epidemic in 2002,” said Valdiserri. 
“It is a new day and we are facing a 
number of significant challenges 
related to these outbreaks.

Between 5 p.m. and midnight, 
San Franciscans have one last 
chance to register to vote for the 
November 5 election, when they 


will decide on a city assessor, elect 
supervisors in four of the city’s 
districts, decide a slew of city bal¬ 
lot measures, and cast ballots in 
numerous state races, including 
governor, lieutenant governor, su¬ 
perintendent of public instruc¬ 
tion, and attorney general.

Davis vetoes needle, 
foster care bills 


by Joe Dignan 


S ince the close of the legislative 
session Governor Gray Davis 
has signed four bills that im¬ 
prove gay rights in California, but 
he stopped short Monday night, 
September 30, and vetoed four oth¬ 
ers that gay rights and AIDS advo¬ 
cates had pushed heavily. 

Two of the vetoed bills would 
have improved needle exchange 
programs in California to reduce 
HIV infection rates among injection 
drug users. One measure, SB 1785 by 
State Senator John Vasconcellos (D- 
Santa Clara), would have made it 
legal for pharmacies to sell up to 30 
syringes per month to an individual 
without a prescription. 

“We’re extremely frustrated,” 
said Dana Van Gorder of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. “The 
governor has a good record on 
HIV and AIDS. He’s been strong 
on providing the funding for care 
and treatment, but this could have 
. kept up to 6,500 people a year 
from being infected with HIV or 
hepatitis C. It does not increase 
injection drug use. It seems stun¬ 
ning not to take this well tested 
approach to keep people from get¬ 
ting sick. But the California Nar¬ 
cotics Officers Association op¬ 
posed it. The law enforcement 
community has been a great sup¬ 
porter of his, and he doesn’t seem. 
to want to offend them.” 

In his veto message Davis said 
that the current system of requir¬ 
ing one for one exchanges of nee¬ 
dles is more likely to persuade ad¬ 
dicts to seek treatment.

signed into law, but to do so they 
must declare a “public health 
emergency” and renew that decla¬ 
ration every two to three weeks. 
The bill would have made the de¬ 
claration period one year. 

The third vetoed bill would 
have prohibited discrimination in 
foster care. AB2651, by Assembly¬ 
woman Judy Chu (D-Monterey 
Park) required sensitivity to sexu¬ 
al orientation and gender identity 
in the foster care system. 

Opponents, like Assemblyman 
Dennis Mountjoy (R-Monrovia), 
saw the bill as a validation of gay 
and lesbian lifestyles. “All this does 
is tell kids that it’s okay to be gay. 
Well, it’s not okay to be gay,” 
Mountjoy said earlier this year. 

It also mandated outreach and 
training programs for potential 
foster parents. It was because of 
the cost of the outreach programs, 
Davis aide Eric Bauman said, that 
the governor vetoed the bill. 

“The governor is fully support¬ 
ive of gay people being foster par¬ 
ents,” Bauman said. “But the gov¬ 
ernor vetoed about 23 percent of 
the bills that hit his desk - almost 
all of them because of cost. In this 
tight budget, there’s no room for 
even five cents extra.” 

Supporters of the bill were ex¬ 
tremely disappointed. 

“I’m not going to guess his mo¬ 
tivation, but we don’t believe there 
was any significant cost involved,” 
said Geoff Kors, executive director 


signed by herself and 22 other city 
residents from various districts. 

Leal said the intent of her pro¬ 
posal is not to create another bu¬ 
reaucratic office, but to target the 
problem. Right now, street clean¬ 
ing is done by the Department of 
Public Works. 

“The people at DPW are trying 
very hard, but there needs to be 
coordination and the power of the 
mayor’s office,” Leal said. 

Brown’s spokesman, P.J. John¬ 
ston, told the B.A.R. that staff will 
be meeting with Leal. “If the trea¬ 
surer or anyone else have innova¬ 
tions in mind for doing a better 
job, we’re all ears. That’s not con¬ 
veyed in this letter, but maybe it 
will be when we meet.” 

Leal said she plans to take her 
campaign for clean streets to this 
Sunday’s Castro Street Fair. T 


| of the California Alliance for Pride 
and Equality, an LGBT lobbying 
group. “The text of the bill says that 
‘this program shall be implement¬ 
ed only to the extent-that funds for 
this purpose are appropriated by 
the Legislature.’ The reason given 
for the veto doesn’t make sense. 

“In the governor’s veto mes¬ 
sage he also said that the bill 
would have had the unintended 
consequence of diluting the prior¬ 
ity recruitment efforts on behalf 
of minority children. I hope that 
in California we have gotten be¬ 
yond the point where we value 
one minority group over another,” 
Kors added. 

“Lesbian and gay kids in foster 
care will risk having foster parents 
who have received no training on 
LGBT issues,” said Charlie Spiegel, 
director of Our Family Coalition, 
an LGBT family advocacy group 
that has its office in San Francis¬ 
co’s LGBT center. 

“While we have proudly stood 
with Governor Davis before, we are 
intensely disappointed with this 
veto,” Spiegel said. “We expect to let 
him know of our members’ disap¬ 
pointment when he appears at the 
center on Monday afternoon.” 

The fourth vetoed bill, AB2862 
by Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden (D-San Francisco), was a 
technical correction to last year’s 
AB 25, Migden’s landmark gay 
rights bill. It would have made 
changes to allow some additional 
domestic partners to receive bene¬ 
fits from the California Public Em¬ 
ployees’ Retirement System. Ac¬ 
cording to Bauman, the governor 
also vetoed this bill because of cost. 

Bauman stressed that, even in 
this, an election year, the governor 
has been supportive of gay rights 
legislation. He has signed bills to 
protect domestic partners’ inheri¬ 
tance and survivor’s benefits, to 
give paid medical leave to domestic 
partners whose partners are ill, and 
to extend the statute of limitations 
for filing hate crime complaints.

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Dear Governor Davis: 


Ilf e’re not stupid. 

MU We know that you vetoed a bill 

If if that would have leveled the playing 
field for LGBT foster kids and a bill that 
would have allowed people to purchase sy¬ 
ringes at pharmacies without a prescription, 
knowing full well that while the LGBT and 
HIV/AIDS communities might stomp their 
feet, when push comes to shove on Novem¬ 
ber 5, we’ll vote for you. 

And you know what? 

You’re right. 

We’d be lying if we said otherwise. 

So the bottom line is this: yes, this news¬ 
paper stands by its endorsement of you; but 
we are not happy about it. And, judging by 
news reports, we’re not the only ones who 
are fed up, disappointed, or angered by your 
actions (or lack of) over the years. Dissatis¬ 
faction is high among voters, many of whom 
do not want you or your Republican oppo¬ 
nent, businessman Bill Simon, to be elected. 

But what are we going to do? Vote for 
Simon? (Yes, we know, even you chuckle at 
that thought.) 

Simon, the self-described successful 
businessman, couldn’t even vet a former 
business partner who was a convicted drug 
dealer. Of course, a judge overturned a jury 
verdict against Simon’s company, but he re¬ 
mains tainted by his past business failings, 
including a government bailout of a savings 
and loan years ago. 

What should concern the LGBT com¬ 
munity is Simon’s now-famous flip-flop on 
support for gays. Simon indicated he could 
support gay pride week, and then, as you 
know, governor, he got one call from the 
Traditional Values Coalition, and just like 
that, he backpedaled. Simon never saw the 
questionnaire from the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans; it was his staff’s fault. Whatever. Simon 
couldn’t even support a symbolic gesture 
supporting civil rights. 

Simon would not support gains the 
community has made in domestic partner¬ 
ship rights, nor would he be likely to ap¬ 
point fair-minded people to serve as judges 
and other high-ranking state officials. 

Yes, governor, we acknowledge some of 
your support during your first term in of¬ 
fice. You signed into law two of out lesbian 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden’s (D-San 
Francisco) bills -AB26 in 1999 and AB25 in 
2001. The first bill established the statewide 
registry for domestic partners. The second 
bill added numerous rights, responsibilities, 
and benefits to registered domestic partners. 
These include the right to visit an ill or in¬ 


jured partner in the hospital, to adopt a 
partner’s child using the step-parent adop¬ 
tion process, to use sick leave to care for an 
ill partner, and to act as a conservator on be¬ 
half of a partner’s estate. 

You also signed AB537, authored by out 
lesbian state Senator Sheila Kuehl (D- 
Santa Monica) when she was an as¬ 
semblywoman. That law prohibits 
harassment and discrimination of , 
students in California’s schools on 
the basis of sexual orientation. 

Earlier this year, you signed 
AB2216 by Assemblyman Fred Keeley 
(D-Boulder Creek) that provides inher¬ 
itance rights for gays. 

In addition to signing some 
laws that help the LGBT com¬ 
munity, you also have been a 
strong advocate of funding for HIV/AIDS 
treatment. But when it comes to innovative 
HIV prevention programs, like purchasing 
syringes without a prescription so that in¬ 
jection drug users will be encouraged to use 
clean needles, you put your foot down. 

Governor, we are disappointed at your 
stubborn refusal for years to allow out gay 
convicted murderer Robert Rosenkrantz to 
be paroled. He has served his time, and is eli¬ 
gible for parole. Judges have ordered you to 
parole him; yet, you refuse. Next week, his 
case goes to the California Supreme Court, 


where, hopefully, justice will be served and he 
will be paroled. Of course, your parole policy 
(no convicted murderers will ever be paroled) 
is not limited to gay prisoners, and it is a dis¬ 
service to our criminal justice system that you 
usurp the authority of judges as well as your 
own parole board. 

Governor, you have stalled for 
months to create a panel to study the 
issue of civil unions. When you spoke 
with us in March, you told us that a 
working group would be formed to 
study the issue; then that got put on the 
back burner because of the state bud¬ 
get stalemate (which, incidentally, 
you exerted little leadership to 
resolve, putting it off on the 
Legislature). Now, the budget is 
passed, and there has still not 
been any movement to form the so-called 
working group - this isn’t even proposed 
legislation, it’s a panel to study the issue. 

You’re supposed to come to the LGBT 
Community Center this Monday for a “meet 
and greet” (or is it “pay to play”?). We were 
denied permission to cover your appearance 
unless we paid $125. Is that because you 
don’t want to be caught on the record trying 
to explain your veto of the bills that would 
have helped the community?

JH 11 of us who live in San Francisco 
know it’s not a question of if a major 
earthquake will strike, but when. And 
when an earthquake strikes, we must be 
ready to fight the fires that will happen in its 
aftermath; be ready to care for those who 
are injured; be ready to rebuild our homes 
and businesses; be ready to rebuild our lives. 
But today we are not ready because we are 
not assured we will have the most essential 
element for rebuilding - water. 

Our Hetch Hetchy water system is in dis¬ 
repair and engineers tell us it is not strong 
enough to withstand a major earthquake - 
that we could be without water for 60 days 
or longer when the next big one hits. That is 
why one of the broadest coalitions in San 
Francisco history has come together to save 
Hetch Hetchy by passing Proposition A. U.S. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein, Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi, state Senators Jackie Speier 
and John Burton, Assemblyman Kevin Shel¬ 
ley, Mayor Willie Brown, Board of Supervi¬ 
sors President Tom Ammiano and Supervi¬ 
sors Mark Leno, Gavin Newsom, Chris Daly, 
Sophie Maxwell, Jake McGoldrick, and 
Aaron Peskin all agree. We must pass 
Proposition A to save Hetch Hetchy. 

The San Francisco Democratic Party, 
Labor Council, League of Conservation Vot¬ 
ers, League of Women Voters, Green Party, 
Chamber of Commerce, Building and Con¬ 
struction Trades Council, Senior Action Net¬ 


work, Affordable Housing Alliance, Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club, Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club and the Log Cabin 
Republicans all agree. We must pass Propo¬ 
sition A to save Hetch Hetchy. 

When the Hetch Hetchy water system was 
built it was an engineering marvel - it still 
is. Gravity brings us water 167 miles 
from the Sierra Nevada to San Fran¬ 
cisco, across three major earthquake 
faults. But those pipelines are dam¬ 
aged, cracking, in disrepair, and un¬ 
able to withstand a major earth¬ 
quake. Even the Calaveras Dam and 
the Sunset Reservoir are in danger 
of collapse. Proposition A 
authorizes the revenue 
bonds to fund what San 
Franciscans need to con¬ 
tribute to rebuild the system. What is impor¬ 
tant to remember is that once Proposition A 
passes, our suburban customers will then pay 
their fair share of the cost of projects outside 
San Francisco - nearly 70 percent. 

But believe it or not there are opponents 
to Proposition A, and their self-interest 
places us all in danger. 

The environmental benefits to passing 
Proposition A are numerous, which is why it 
has the strong support of the San Francisco 
League of Conservation Voters, San Francis¬ 
co Tomorrow, and the San Francisco Green 
Party. Projects will be funded that allow the 
city to use recycled water in our city parks, 
which is a necessary step in our conservation 
efforts. In addition, passage of Proposition A 


would retain local control of the water sys¬ 
tem repairs and upgrades. This will prove im¬ 
portant when input is sought at the environ¬ 
mental review level for each project. Imagine 
if the state took the system away from San 
Francisco - having input into the environ¬ 
mental impact of capital improvement pro¬ 
jects would be much more difficult. And the 
threat of state takeover is real. 

San Francisco owns the Hetch Hetchy 
water system, but we provide 
water to nearly 2 million subur- 
4 ban users. Many in these subur¬ 
ban counties are frustrated with 
the disrepair of the system and 
are threatening San Fran¬ 
cisco with state takeover. 
We’ve been fortunate to 
work with legislators to 
fend off this threat, but if we don’t pass 
Proposition A and get the necessary repairs 
under way, it is with certainty that I tell you 
that the threat from our suburban cus¬ 
tomers is real. We need to pass Proposition 
A to keep Hetch Hetchy - we built it, we 
own it, we must keep it as one of our city’s 
greatest assets. 

Please, join Senator Feinstein, Congress- 
woman Pelosi, the Democratic Party, the 
Labor Council, the League of Women Vot¬ 
ers, the League of Conservation Voters, the 
Green Party, the Milk Club, the Alice B. Tok¬ 
las Club, the Log Cabin Republicans, Board 
of Supervisors President Tom Ammiano, 
Supervisor Mark Leno, and me in voting Yes 
on A on November 5. Save Hetch Hetchy. T 
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Time to move on with Waddell’s dream 

As the widow of the late Tom Waddell, I feel I must 
respond to the letter from Jerome Szymczak regarding 
the relationship between the Gay Games and the 
United States Olympic Committee [Mailstrom, Sep¬ 
tember 19]. 

It is gratifying to know that persons like Jerome re¬ 
member so well those days 15 years ago when the 
then-hierarchy of the USOC was so hurtful to Tom, 
his family, and our movement. I appreciate it so much 
that Jerome mentions our daughter Jessica, of whom 
Tom would be so immensely proud and who has just 
entered her freshman year at college. A lot of time has 
passed since those dark days. 

I am pleased to say that since 1987 the relationship 
between the Gay Games and the USOC has improved 
immensely. In 1991, at the request of the then-executive 
director of the USOC, members of the executive com¬ 
mittee of the Federation of Gay Games went to the 
USOC headquarters in Colorado Springs to discuss 
matters of mutual interest. Out of this meeting the fed¬ 
eration and the USOC formed a joint task force to pe¬ 
tition the United States Department of Health and 
Human Services to allow HIV-positive persons to par¬ 
ticipate in Gay Games IV in New York and the Olympic 
Games in Atlanta. This initiative was successful. 

In Atlanta, hundreds of gays and lesbians served as 
volunteers for the Olympic Games and one of our 
federation board members was appointed as the as¬ 
sistant competition manager for the swimming com¬ 
petitions. 

In 1994, the USOC bestowed the Robert 
J. Kane Award to then-out of the closet 
Greg Louganis for his contributions to 
athletics and the Olympic movement. 

Locally, the Bay Area Sports Organiz¬ 
ing Committee, in its quest for San 
Francisco to be selected as the site for 
the 2012 Olympics, has reached out on 
its own initiative to the gay and lesbian 
community by inviting two individual 
directors of the Federation of Gay Games to serve on 
its board of directors. I truly hope that this serves as 
an example for the other bid cities throughout the 
world to reach out and to include the gay and lesbian 
communities in their respective cities. Thus, we can 
finally start to break down the barriers of homopho¬ 
bia which still exist in other areas by becoming affili¬ 
ated with the Olympic movement on a positive basis. 

Finally, I believe that Tom would himself welcome 
the Olympic Games to the Bay Area as there would be 
vast improvements of athletic facilities for everyone. 
Yes, Tom, as an outstanding U.S. Olympic athlete, was 
witness to the discrimination and damaging actions 
of the USOC. But it is time for us to move ahead as his 
dreams of liberation for gays and lesbians worldwide 
are embodied in the Gay Games, now in its 20th year 
and with Sydney 2002 just a few weeks away.

Veterans Building a safety issue 

The Veterans Building needs to be closed should 
the bond issue on the November ballot (Proposition 
C) not succeed. The building was damaged in the 
Loma Prieta earthquake but more importantly it was 
structurally weakened. Arthur Brown Jr. designed City 
Hall as well as the Veterans Building in the early part 
of the 20th century. His engineering for City Hall bril¬ 
liantly caused the building to survive the 1989 earth¬ 
quake but the force of the earthquake so damaged the 
building’s structural integrity that it had to be rebuilt 
to survive future earthquakes. The Veterans 
Building is in the same situation. 

City officials irresponsibly ignored the 
weakened condition of the Veterans Build¬ 
ing for a decade and allowed it to remain 
open without a rehabilitation plan. Re¬ 
cently, the War Memorial Board, under 
the leadership of President Tom Horn, 
prepared a plan to deal with the prob¬ 
lem. They have proposed a bond issue 
of $122 million, two-thirds of which 
pays for the seismic strengthening of the building and 
one-third for modernizing the mechanical, electric, 
and other systems in the building. 

The reallocation of space in the building is not 
dealt with in the bond issue. However, under the orig¬ 
inal trust which created the Opera House and the Vet¬ 
erans Building, the fourth floor must be devoted to 
cultural activities. This leaves the second and third 
floors available for veterans activities as well as office 
space for the War Memorial Board. 

The board has expressed the view that the first 
floor should be allocated to public activities includ¬ 
ing an enhanced Herbst Theatre. The opportunity is 
there for the local veterans groups to organize a per¬ 
manent exhibit commemorating San Francisco’s in¬ 
volvement in the national defense. 

The issue before the voters is whether the Veterans 
Building is to be a safe and active public facility or a 
boarded up and derelict relic at Civic Center.

The $125 handshake 

That’s right, $125. That’s the minimum cost, it 
seems, to get a handshake from Governor Gray Davis 
at an upcoming fundraiser being held at the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Center.

“The cen¬ 
ter will strive to be the one place in San Francisco 
where all LGBTQ people can feel welcome regardless 
of age, race, gender, and socioeconomic status. The 
center will strive to attract and produce events and ac¬ 
tivities of interest to all members of the community.” 
That is a statement found on its Web site, yet the very 
event that is being held does not meet that criteria. 
Specifically, the socioeconomic portion of it. For $125 
you get to attend a general reception, and for $500, 
you can be part of a VIP reception, which further 
alienates voters, but I digress. 

Many of the donors to the center take great pride in 
knowing that their $10 or even $5 donation helped to 
create a place that truly is accepting of all. Yes, I know 
that the majority of the funds for the center came from 
people giving huge amounts of money; there are still 
thousands of people who gave small amounts. Michael 
Burton, of the Davis campaign, says that the intent is 
to be inclusive to the community, yet it is doing just 
the opposite. It excludes the very people that it is try¬ 
ing to reach. Not everyone can easily afford to donate 
$125 to a campaign. Though it took two weeks to get 
any kind of response from the campaign, and only 
from my calling them, I was asked what I thought 
would be a reasonable amount. I replied that $25 
seemed reasonable to most voters. Finally after my per¬ 
sistence, with one person at the campaign sounding 
quite put off that I offered such a small amount, was I 
allowed the opportunity to attend. 

Does this mean that politicians should not hold 
fundraisers? No. Since both the Davis campaign and

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the center want to exclude so many common voters, it 
would be more appropriate that the event be held 
where one would expect it to be like the Fairmont or 
St. Francis. Maybe all involved will think twice next 
time before they choose to be so exclusive. I know I 
will think twice as to whether I want to continue to 
support such an exclusive center or whether I want to 
support this exclusive governor.

fter weeks of running tele¬ 
vision attack ads on his 
conservative Republican 
opponent Bill Simon, Governor 
Gray Davis (D), who is still a fa¬ 
vorite to win re-election next 
month, has finally shifted his ad 
campaign to policy issues, touting 
his administration’s record of im¬ 
proved school children’s test 
scores, new veterans’ homes being 
built, supporting union workers, 
and extending health coverage for 
children. 

Is it too late for Simon to beat 
Davis on November 5? No. The 
Republicans held their lovefest 
this past weekend in Garden 
Grove (Orange County) and 
pledged an all-out effort to unseat 
Davis. Additionally, the national 
party has sent Simon a million 
bucks to add to the $4 million he 
loaned his own campaign. Still, 
even most pragmatic Repub¬ 
licans admit that, barring 
a miracle, their candidate 
will likely lose next 
month to Davis. 

If Davis were running 
for re-election on his 
personal magnetism, 

Simon would 
likely beat him. 

One doesn’t 
have to admire 
Davis to realize 
that at his worst he is still far bet¬ 
ter than Simon would be at his 
best. I don’t know Davis personal¬ 
ly, though I’ve met him a number 
of times. Is he someone you want 
to go have a drink or two with? 
No. Frankly, the guy is as interest¬ 
ing as last week’s newspaper. 
Nope, John Kennedy, Bill Clin¬ 
ton, or even Jerry Brown - Davis 
certainly is not. But then, again, 
we are voting for governor of Cal¬ 
ifornia on November 5, not prom 
king, and when it comes to issues 
important to all Californians in 
general and the LGBT communi¬ 
ty in particular, Davis is the only 
candidate for the job.

signed into law by Davis. 

With just over a month until 
the November 5 election, more 
than one-fourth of the state’s vot¬ 
ers are said to be “undecided” on 
the governor’s race.

i erhaps we live in a brave new 
world after all. 

When I was young, the 
word “clone” was brand new, a 
concept that I learned about right 
along with my parents. Rest as¬ 
sured, the pundits of the time ex¬ 
tolled, cloning was just not scien¬ 
tifically possible. It would never 
happen. 

Fast forward a few decades. 
Now we live in a time after Dolly 
the sheep, where partial and whole 
clones are becoming so common¬ 
place that they do not make the 
evening news. An era where the 
human genome is being unlocked 
and unraveled, and where the 
magic of stem cells is being ex¬ 
posed and explored. 

The possibilities are incredible. 
Need an organ? It may soon be 
possible to grow them in a lab, 
rather than waiting for a po¬ 
tential donor. False teeth 
could end up a thing of the 
past, with recent success¬ 
ful attempts to create 
molars and bicuspids in 
a laboratory an¬ 
imal. Infertile 
couples may 
even manage to 
get donor sperm or eggs with their 
own DNA added in. One wonders 
if the future could lead to a form 
of immortality, with worn out 
parts replaced like one might 
change the spark plugs on their 
73 Gremlin. 

The possibilities for the trans- 
gendered are even more outstand¬ 
ing, and far more topical to this 
column. 

Consider the longtime issue 
with female to male “bottom” 
surgeries. The two typical surg¬ 
eries to create a phallus for FTMs 
are the phalloplasty and the 
metoidioplasty. The former con¬ 
sists of grafted donor skin, mus¬ 
cle, and such rolled up and sewn 
into place, while the latter is a sur¬ 
gical “freeing up” of the clitoris. 

I’ve had the pleasure of look¬ 
ing at many examples of these 
surgeries, through the pho¬ 
tographs of Loren Cameron. 
Sadly, most of the surgical results 
are not as promising as one might 
hope, leading me to fully under¬ 
stand why many FTMs opt against 
such surgery. For the price, it is 
simply not worth it. 

Imagine, though, if a penis cre¬ 
ated of an FTM’s own genetic ma¬ 
terial was grown and attached to 
the patient. Suddenly - rather 
than the “frankendicks” of the 
past, an FTM could have a penis 
capable of erection without the 
help of a plastic stiffener, and 
which is far more aesthetically 
pleasing than the typical result. It 
would be a quantum leap for 
FTMs facing surgical options that 
haven’t changed much since they 
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were developed 
in the late 
1940s! 

There’s 

more than just 
a penis to con¬ 
sider. In anoth¬ 
er recent study, 
stem cells were 
coaxed into be¬ 
coming sperm 
cells, allowing 
the potential 
that an FTM 
could have 
sperm of his 
own, thus al¬ 
lowing him to 
become a ge¬ 
netic father for 
the first time. 

This is not 

limited to female to male individ¬ 
uals, either. Male to females could 
also gain egg cells of their own - 
something I would stand in 
line for. The technology is 
not yet there for giving a 
transgendered woman 
like me my own ovaries 
and womb, but it’s hard to 
truly say that this will never 
be a possibility 
- and even 
without this, an 
egg with my 
own genetic information could 
still be used with a surrogate 
mother, allowing me and those 
like me to be the mother of their 
children. 

One may even wonder if - with 
the work done on the human 
genome - we may see the future 
possibility of altering one’s own 
sex chromosomes. This opens up 
a very big can of worms in a world 
that is now trying to determine 
legal cases based on the genetic sex 
of a transgendered person. Being 
able to shift at a chromosomal 
level might throw a very large 
wrench into the plans of those 
who want to hold “XX” and “XY” 
as the only markers for determin¬ 
ing just what sex a person is. 

Indeed, these scientific ad¬ 
vancements can sweep all the def¬ 
initions of sex and gender right off 
the table. Is a man a man because 
he has a penis? Is a woman a 
woman because she can be the 
mother to her children? Is sex only 
based on the sex chromosomes? 
All of these poor thumbnails to 
describe what makes a man or 
woman could very well go the way 
of the dinosaurs - and that’s a 
very good thing. 

This could even lead the way 
for a complete rethinking of gen¬ 
der and sex in our society. If any¬ 



one can have egg cells, and if any¬ 
one can have a penis - regardless 
of pesky things like a birth sex - 
then what is to keep people from 
exploring their alternatives? I 
mentioned above that I would line 
up for an egg cell carrying my 
own DNA. Now imagine if the egg 
that is used for infusing my DNA 
is that of my partner, and ze car¬ 
ries the child in hir womb. Fur¬ 
ther, imagine is ze has sperm cre¬ 
ated from hir own DNA - sud¬ 
denly, we’ve managed to dramati¬ 
cally alter the concepts of mother 
and father. 

It’s not to say that there aren’t 
risks involved, nor that all these 
scientific advancements don’t have 
any downside. I’ve written before 
about my own fears that unlock¬ 
ing the human genome could well 
lead to attempts to clean it up, thus 
getting rid of any anomalies in 
human DNA - including what 
causes transgenderism in the first 
place. I’m sure that there are plen¬ 
ty of people who would dearly love 
to make all that is transgender just 
vanish out of humankind, but I 
believe that transgenderism is sim¬ 
ply a part of the wonder of human 
diversity, and deliberately remov¬ 
ing it could well weaken the whole 
of humanity. 

The risks are large indeed, but 
there are things to explore out 
there, and new concepts that cry 
out to be tested. Concepts that 
could revolutionize what we call 
transgender. ▼

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Crying wolf

I v er the years, the Human 
Rights Campaign has been 
- an effective voice for gay 
civil rights. I have personally sup¬ 
ported the group with my money 
and my time. So it’s especially dis¬ 
appointing when HRC clearly 
misses the boat. 

The group recently came out 
against one of President Bush’s 
judicial nominees, Michael Mc¬ 
Connell, charging that he has 
written “disturbing law 
briefs and articles” and 
suggesting he would not 
“fairly enforce federal civil 
rights laws.” So baseless and 
error-filled is HRC’s 
opposition that I sus¬ 
pect it has far more to 
do with maintaining 
its ties to a coalition of liberal-in¬ 
terest groups - who oppose Mc¬ 
Connell for their own reasons - 
than with a genuine concern about 
gay rights. (A disclosure at the out¬ 
set: McConnell was a professor of 
mine in law school 12 years ago 
and served as a reference for me 
when I applied for a teaching job.) 

McConnell teaches law at the 
University of Utah. (In its initial 
press release announcing its op¬ 
position, HRC got even this ele¬ 
mentary fact wrong.) When Bush 
nominated him to a federal appel¬ 
late court, the nomination drew 
strong support from hundreds of 
legal scholars across the political 
spectrum, including the country’s 
leading liberal constitutional 
thinkers. That is not surprising 
given the extraordinary quality of 
McConnell’s scholarship, which fs 
at once challenging and measured. 

Is McConnell hostile to gays? 
The facts belie the charge. While 
they don’t necessarily tell us how 
he would rule as a judge, they at 
least tell us where his heart is. 

Nowhere in its press release 
opposing him does HRC mention 
that, as a policy matter, Mc¬ 
Connell opposes sodomy laws. 

Nor does HRC mention that 
McConnell publicly supported the 
right of a gay student group to 
meet on a public high school cam¬ 
pus in Salt Lake City at a time 
when the school board was trying 
to keep them out. 

Nor does HRC mention that 
McConnell publicly supported the 
efforts of the Salt Lake City Coun¬ 
cil to protect gays from employ¬ 
ment discrimination. Instead, 
HRC chides him for advocating 
that small employers with reli¬ 
gious objections should be ex¬ 
empt from such laws. Yet exemp¬ 


tions for small employers are 
common in civil rights laws, as 
HRC knows. 

HRC emphasizes McConnell’s 
legal representation of the Boy 
Scouts of America, saying this 
“demonstrates hostility to gay ... 
rights.” On the contrary, Mc¬ 
Connell’s work on the case 
demonstrates he is committed to 
the basic First Amendment rights 
of all Americans, including gay 

Americans. 

After a state tried to force 
the BSA to hire openly 
gay scoutmasters, Mc¬ 
Connell represented the 
group in its appeal to the 
Supreme Court. In his brief, 
McConnell framed the issue 
as a matter of reaf¬ 
firming First 
Amendment free¬ 
doms, not opposing 
“gay rights.” He studiously avoid¬ 
ed reliance on hoary stereotypes of 
gays as child molesters. Invoking 
that stereotype would have been 
an easy and perhaps effective 
choice for an anti-gay activist since 
it has historically had much power 
in public debates involving the in¬ 
teraction of gays with children. 

Moreover, McConnell’s 
Supreme Court brief invoked 
gays’ own interest in strong con¬ 
stitutional protection for associa- 
tional freedom. One gay civil 
rights group, Gays and Lesbians 
for Individual Liberty, filed a brief 
supporting McConnell’s argu¬ 
ment. Are they anti-gay too? 

In defending the BSA’s right to 
determine the composition of its 
leadership, McConnell was de¬ 
fending the right of gay groups 
(like HRC) to enjoy the same lib¬ 
erty. Associational freedom has 
been a critical component in gays’ 
decades-long struggle for legal 
and social equality in America, 
providing critical space within 
which to organize and strategize 
free from government intrusion. 
We cannot demand that freedom 
for ourselves and deny it to others. 

It is possible, of course, for rea¬ 
sonable people to disagree about the 
merits of the BSA’s position in the 
case and with the ultimate Supreme 
Court decision vindicating that po¬ 
sition. But it is not reasonable to 
conclude from McConnell’s argu¬ 
ment that he will be an opponent of 
gay equality as a judge. 

Much of the rest of the HRC 
press release quotes, out of con¬ 
text, from an essay McConnell 
wrote hypothesizing a “First 
Amendment” for sexual orienta¬ 
tion that does not exist. It’s im¬ 
possible to tell based on this essay 
how McConnell would vote as a 
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judge since it’s a thought experi¬ 
ment and deals with policy rather 
than jurisprudence. 

Nevertheless, in the essay, Mc¬ 
Connell supports tough anti¬ 
crime measures protecting gays 
from private violence, opposes the 
exclusion of gays from the mili¬ 
tary based solely on sexual orien¬ 
tation, and opposes anti-gay cur¬ 
ricula in public schools. These 
stands don’t fit well with HRC’s 
caricature of McConnell. 

Perhaps most disturbing is 
HRC’s blatant misuse of remarks 
supposedly made by McConnell 
regarding the Boy Scouts’ contro¬ 
versy at a symposium. HRC took a 
paraphrase of a portion of Mc¬ 
Connell’s remarks prepared by a 
conservative group and inserted 
the paraphrase into its press re¬ 
lease as if it were a direct quote 
from McConnell himself. This is ei¬ 
ther inexcusable sloppiness or in¬ 
tellectual dishonesty. 

In any event, the remarks attrib¬ 
uted to McConnell only warn the 
BSA that its struggle to maintain its 
membership policies would not 
end with a Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion, a warning that has come true. 

HRC may have pleased its lib¬ 
eral interest-group allies by op¬ 
posing McConnell, but it has done 
gays a disservice. Through its slap¬ 
dash and tendentious hatchet-job 
on a principled and widely re¬ 
spected nominee, HRC has cried 
wolf, undermining its credibility 
as a guardian of gay equality in 
appointments to the federal judi¬ 
ciary. That will be too bad should 
the day come when we’ll really 
need such a guardian. T

asked to see two lighters, saying he 
had to buy someone a present.

The 
owner of the pizza shop made a 
U-turn and followed the suspect 
eastbound on 18th Street where 
she lost him in the area but alert¬ 
ed two police officers on a traffic 
stop. Officers searched the area 
but could not find the suspect. 

Police recognized the thief’s 
description as matching the same 
man who allegedly robbed Not 
Just Flowers at 4109 18th Street on 
September 9th. Since Phantom’s 
surveillance cameras caught the 
robbery on tape, the clerk from 


the flower shop was brought over 
to view it, and he positively iden¬ 
tified the suspect as the same man 
who robbed him. Described as 
African American, 6 feet 2 inches 
to 6 feet 4 inches, 250 pounds, 
with a slight pot belly, the robber 
was wearing a blue checkered 
short sleeve shirt, baggy jeans, ten¬ 
nis shoes, and a large watch on his 
left wrist.

21: A white two-door 
Civic Honda dou¬

Sour note 

Red Grill, Moby Dick bar, 
Sparky’s Diner, September 19 
through September 24th: Both Red 
Grill and Moby Dick in the Castro 
reported receiving counterfeit 
money. The bartender at Moby’s 
remembered the suspects as they 
bought two drinks and paid with 
a fake $50 bill. The suspects dis¬ 
tracted the bartender by engaging 
in conversation and asking him 
questions so he wouldn’t examine 
the bill.

The man convicted 
along with his wife, Marjorie 
Knoller, in connection with the 
fatal dog-mauling of Diane Whip¬ 
ple was transferred this week to 
the Coffee Creek Correctional Fa¬ 
cility in Wilsonville, Oregon, 
about 20 miles south of Portland, 
just east of Highway 5. 

The news comes as no surprise 
to Noel. In an exclusive interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter before 
his transfer from his former 
prison, Deuel Vocational Institu¬ 
tion in Tracy, Noel said he signed 
a release to be moved to one of six 
western states, including Oregon. 

Coffee Creek is primarily a 
women’s prison with a reception 
center that processes male inmates 
before assigning them to a perma- 
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Coffee Creek Correctional Facility 


nent mainline prison in the state, 
according to California Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections spokes¬ 
woman Margot Bach. Noel was 
transferred on Tuesday, October 1. 

Noel and Knoller are expected to 
be released on parole in about a 
year. Knoller is serving time at a 
women’s prison in Chowchilla, in 
Central California. Noel told the 
B.A.R. that he and his wife likely will 
live in South Lake Tahoe when they 
are released. He said he does not 
want to return to San Francisco. 

Although, if Noel did return to 
the Bay Area, few people would 
recognize him now. He complete¬ 
ly shaved off all his hair and looks 
markedly different. Because he’s in 
protective custody, he doesn’t have 
any direct contact with other in¬ 
mates. He explained that normal¬ 
ly inmates cut each other’s hair, 
but he’s forced to cut his own hair 
and decided it would make the 
most sense to cut it all off. 

Noel, who was convicted along 
with Knoller of involuntary 
manslaughter and keeping a mis¬ 
chievous animal that killed a 
human being, said he’s confident 
his case will be overturned on ap¬ 


peal. 

Noel said he passes time by 
working on his appeal and read¬ 
ing books. He said he lives in vir¬ 
tual isolation, with no radio or 
television. He said he reads a 
newspaper that he gets about 12 
days late, after it’s passed around 
by other inmates in his pod. Noel, 
a lawyer, is able to talk with other 
inmates in cells near his and has 
assisted some with legal help. He’s 
trying to get permission to write 
to Knoller and Paul “Cornfed” 
Schneider, his adopted inmate 
son. Normally, prisoners aren’t al¬ 
lowed to write to each other, but 
exceptions are made for family 
members. 

Noel said that in general, the 
other inmates leave him alone. 
But he said he did have one con¬ 
frontation with another prisoner 
who accused him of being a child 
molester. Apparently, the other in¬ 
mate made that assumption be¬ 
cause Noel is in protective cus¬ 
tody. Noel said he quickly set the 
other inmate straight and hasn’t 
been bothered since. 

Noel gets out of his cell for a 
brief time every day except Thurs¬ 
days. Three days a week he’s al¬ 
lowed in the prison yard for about 
an hour and a half and for just 10 
minutes to take a quick shower the 
other days. 

Since being transferred to DVI 
from the San Francisco County 
Jail in June, Noel’s only visitor has 
been Aphrodite Jones, a true 
crime writer who has been work¬ 
ing on a book on the dog-mauling 
case. Jones is best known for her 
book on the Brandon Teena mur¬ 
der case that eventually was made 
into the movie Boys Don’t Cry. ▼

W hen Garrett Jenkins 
served in the United 
States Navy, he made fre¬ 
quent long visits to San Francisco 
as a “wild and crazy sailor.” But 
today, the openly bisexual Jenkins, 
39, who has lived in the Tender¬ 
loin for the past seven years, has 
bolder visions for his district and 
the city. 

Jenkins wants to combine what 
he calls his “street credibility” - in¬ 
cluding an extensive history as a 
neighborhood organizer and ac¬ 
tivist - with his “keen sense of 
business” - he serves on several 


city boards and works for the for- 
profit arm of the Mission Housing 
Development Corporation - to go 
where supervisors rarely go. 

“I want to build consensus,” said 
Jenkins. “We need a leader in Dis¬ 
trict 6 to bring together the busi¬ 
ness community and activists to 
work on our issues instead of just 
supporting one side, which is what 
we’ve had the last couple of years.” 

As one of the few out queer 
Candidates for supervisor in Dis¬ 
trict 6, an African American, and a 
disabled veteran, Jenkins brings a 
unique perspective to the diverse 
district that cradles a significant 
share of the city’s wealth as well as 
homelessness. The Democrat got 


his start as a tenant activist, quick¬ 
ly earning a place at the table in 
groups like the environmentally- 
oriented San Francisco Tomor¬ 
row. He got a bittersweet taste of 
electoral politics when he won a 
seat on the San Francisco munici¬ 
pal utility board last year. That 
board, however, is not up and 
running as voters nixed the public 
power plan. (Another public 
power proposal is on the Novem¬ 
ber 5 ballot.) He is the vice chair 
of the San Francisco Sunshine 
Task Force, which holds hearings 
on matters that ask whether the 
government needs to release in¬ 
formation, and “They usually do,” 
he laughed. 


But his work has gone into 
not-so-left efforts as well, leading 
the fight for more police on Ten¬ 
derloin streets, for instance, and 
supporting ballot initiatives such 
as Care Not Cash (Proposition N) 
and Home Ownership Program 
for Everyone (Proposition R). 

“I look at HOPE as just anoth¬ 
er step in providing home owner¬ 
ship opportunities,” explained 
Jenkins. “Some critics say poor 
people won’t benefit from it, and 
that may be true, but if the middle- 
income bracket could use it, that’s 
a resource we need here as well.”

Strunsky hopes to replace Daly in Dist. 6

B urke Strunsky wants San 
Francisco Supervisor Chris 
Daly’s job so much that he 
packed his bags at the end of Au¬ 
gust, turned over his prosecutori¬ 
al caseload of pending felony cases 
- and his shiny badge - and has 
left his post as an assistant district 
attorney at the Hall of Justice to 
begin the full-time job of trying to 
unseat Daly. 

“I love being a DA. It’s a great 
job,” Strunsky said. “I enjoy being 
in court on a daily basis and hav¬ 
ing the opportunity to assist vic¬ 
tims. But, it’s very reactive.” 


The University of San Francis¬ 
co Law School graduate said that 
as a member of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, he’d be able to serve the 
public more effectively. 

“As a prosecutor I am dealing 
with people after they’ve become 
problems. As a legislator, I would 
be working in a more proactive 
way on the needs of people, 
whether it’s an increase in public 
benefits, more services for seniors, 
more effective services for home¬ 
less people,” Strunsky said. “All 
these things would keep people 
out of the criminal justice system.” 

District 6 is the city’s most di¬ 
verse electoral district, with 
boundaries stretching from well- 


off South Beach to South of Mar¬ 
ket and the inner Mission, Hayes 
Valley, and the lower Polk to the 
impoverished Tenderloin. Trea¬ 
sure Island is also included in the 
district. 

“It’s quintessential San Fran¬ 
cisco,” he said. 

According to Strunsky, the is¬ 
sues defining District 6 are “the is¬ 
sues defining San Francisco.” 

“Namely homeless, drugs and 
crime. It is only with an under¬ 
standing of the strong interrela¬ 
tion between these issues that real 
change is possible.” 

Strunsky believes that District 
6 residents are poorly served by 
Daly. He said that he has received 


wide-ranging and often unsolicit¬ 
ed support from many sectors - 
street people to business owners - 
who feel shut out by Daly. 

“They are tired of divisive pol¬ 
itics, there are so many different 
viewpoints and issues and I think 
[Daly] ignores certain parts of the 
district. I’ve learned from my job 
as an assistant district attorney 
that you can’t ignore anything, or 
anyone,” Strunsky told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

According to Strunsky, listen¬ 
ing to constituents and their con¬ 
cerns will be a number one prior¬ 
ity if he is elected. 

“I’ve learned that the most im-

(kuh-LEE-tra) 

Generic Name: lopinavir/ritonavir 
(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if 
you have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human 
immunodeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is 
always used in combination with other anti-HIV medicines to treat people 
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CD4 (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and increases 
the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system 
is weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of 
KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking KALETRA may still 
get opportunistic infections or other conditions that happen with HIV 
infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus 
infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do not 
use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it. 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual dose 
for adults is 3 capsules (400/100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice a 
day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 6 months 
to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child’s doctor will decide the 
right dose based on the child’s weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor 
or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short time. The 
virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of KALETRA, 
take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose at its regular 
time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take the missed dose. Wait 
and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 
As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the reach 
of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a large amount of alcohol. If a 
toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the recommended dose 
of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too much alcohol. Contact your 


local poison control center or emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is right 
for you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, please 
read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 


•Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking St. John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels and 
lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or cross¬ 
resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines Mevacor® 
(lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible serious 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactions between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to tell 
your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. 
You may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood 
pressure, vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. 
If an erection lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to 
avoid permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ('the pill") to prevent pregnancy, you 
should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your dose of KALETRA 
if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the dose 
of Mycobutin: 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking KALETRA with: 

Phenobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nausea 
and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours after 
KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any new 


or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your 
doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abnormal stools (bowel movements), 
diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. Children taking 
KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

• Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C 
who take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, it 
is unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with their 
pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a higher chance 
of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doctor if you have 
nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or stroke 
due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by protease 
inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes^ 
in their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretroviral 
therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the upper 
back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. Loss of fat 
from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and long term 
health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease inhibitors. 

• There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop new 
or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if you have 
diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and oral solution remain stable until the 
expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature up to 77°F 
(25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure 
that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes prescribed 
for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information Leaflet. If you 
have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. Your doctor or 
pharmacist can give you information about this medicine that was written for 
health care professionals. Do not use this medicine for a condition for which 
it was not prescribed. Do not share this medicine with other people.

| Ider lesbians, gay, bisexuals, 
and transgenders often face 
dual discrimination: ageism 
in the gay communities, and ho¬ 
mophobia while accessing senior 
services. Recognizing a need to 
address today’s social and eco¬ 
nomic pitfalls, as well as plan for 
the future of a community that is 
growing older, the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission is 
holding a public hearing next 
Thursday, October 10, at 4:30 in 
City Hall room 416. 

Older adults who have encoun¬ 
tered homophobia or transphobia 


while seeking senior services; iso¬ 
lation because of age, sexuality, or 
gender identity; economic disad¬ 
vantages; problems finding hous¬ 
ing; and other issues are encour¬ 
aged to testify about their experi¬ 
ences. Likewise, those who have 
found services and communities 
that are welcoming and helpful are 
asked to share their experiences as 
well. Additionally, providers who 
serve the LGBT and/or senior 
communities are invited to speak 
or listen to suggestions. 

Issues to be addressed include 
how LGBT couples can protect 
their relationships as they grow 
older; whether members of the 
community participate only in 


LGBT programs; whether LGBT 
seniors are active in the spiritual, 
leather, bisexual communities; 
how factors like race and class af¬ 
fect participation in programs; 
how elder and/or domestic vio¬ 
lence affects the older LGBT com¬ 
munities; and whether healthcare 
addresses all the needs of an aging 
LGBT population. Through the 
testimony of all those present, the 
HRC hopes to formulate guide¬ 
lines and recommendations to ad¬ 
dress the specific needs of older 
LGBT people.

on its own. State and local govern¬ 
ment can’t do it alone. We need 
help from the local community,” 
he added. “We need help from the 
gay community leadership to best 
understand how we can approach 
this health problem.” 

San Francisco officials hope 
their Healthy Penis 2002 cam¬ 
paign will help to turn the tide on 
the city’s syphilis outbreak. Since 
it debuted at the end of June, the 
campaign’s Web site has averaged 
more than 9,100 hits per day. 

And the campaign’s life-size penis 
and syphilis sore characters have 
been hits at both the Up Your Alley 
and Folsom Street fairs this summer. 
Penis and sore stress dolls have also 
been popular among gay men, ac¬ 
cording to the campaign’s creator. 

“The STD division has been 
doing surveys and what they have 
found is a lot of people are aware 
of the campaign,” said Les Papas, 
with Better World Advertising. 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, the city’s 
director of STD prevention, did 
not return calls seeking comment 
for this story. 

According to the monthly STD 
reports, there does not appear to 
have been a large spike in syphilis 


cases since the city’s Healthy Penis 
campaign began. In July, the num¬ 
ber of cases jumped by 12 cases 
compared to a monthly average of 
50 cases during the first six 
months. In August, the number 
dropped down to 50 cases. 

To evaluate awareness of the 
campaign, the health department 
surveyed people at City Clinic and 
gay men on the streets and in bars. 
Of 377 people surveyed at the clin¬ 
ic, 50 percent said they had seen it, 
while 63 percent of 114 people 
asked out in the community an¬ 
swered they had seen the campaign. 

“We did ask did it influence 
you to come to the STD clinic and 
one-third said it did have a large 
or some influence to come to the 
clinic. That is of the 50 percent 
who had seen the campaign,” said 
Charlotte Kent, chief of the city’s 
epidemiology unit. 

While it is too soon to evaluate 
the campaign’s impact on the lat¬ 
est STD numbers, Papas said the 
number of syphilis cases will most 
likely continue to increase as more 
men get tested. 

“It is reasonable in the short 
run to see those numbers go up. 
Not too far down the road they 
should start to go down,” he said. 
“The more people are aware of the 
problem, the more people who 
will come in to get tested.” 


Syphilis appears first as a sore, 
usually on the genitals, then de¬ 
velops as a rash. It can be cured 
with penicillin, but left untreated 
it can damage the heart, eyes, 
brain, and other parts of the body. 

For health officials, the rise in 
syphilis is especially alarming be¬ 
cause having the STD makes it 
much easier to get and give HIV. 
Men who have syphilis have a two 
to five times higher risk of getting 
HIV if they have sex with some¬ 
one who is HIV-positive. Men 
who have HIV and also have 
syphilis are more likely to pass 
FIIV to their sex partner(s). 

The Stop AIDS Project is plan¬ 
ning a forum in November to ad¬ 
dress the issue of syphilis among 
HIV-positive men. And the agency 
is helping the health department 
evaluate its syphilis education 
campaign by surveying gay men. 

The project’s program director, 
David Evans, said he believes the 
campaign is having an impact 
based on the data collected so far. 

“Anecdotally, it would appear 
from what our participants are 
seeing that talk about syphilis has 
risen. Simply getting the word out 
there is a problem seems to have 
been successful,” said Evans.

plained that he got the marks as a 
result of a fight he had with Ober. 
McKinnon didn’t say that the fight 
resulted in Ober’s death. Franco 
strongly disputes McKinnon’s 
claim of self-defense. 

“That’s bullshit. Bullshit,” an 
angry Franco said. “I do not be¬ 
lieve it. He’s a motherfucker and 
I’d gladly pull the switch.” 

When told that McKinnon 
wanted Franco to leave $10 on his 
jail commissary books, Franco 
said the only thing he wanted to 
leave for McKinnon is a note to 
say that he wanted him executed. 

Franco knew both McKinnon 
and Ober for about a year and a 
half. Like Ober, he briefly let McK¬ 
innon live with him while McKin¬ 
non was down on his luck. 

“The cops told me it was just 
lucky it’s not your murder we are 
investigating,” Franco said. 

Franco said that Ober would¬ 
n’t have attacked anyone. He said 
that Ober was vulnerable because 
he had been very sick because of a 
back problem. 

Franco said Ober’s killing left 
him in a state of shock. 

“Not only was I shocked, but I 
was sick over this for over a week,” 
he said. 

Franco said because of his ex¬ 
perience dealing with so many dif¬ 
ferent types of people, he considers 
himself a good judge of character, 
but he said he was never so com¬ 
pletely fooled by anyone. He said 
McKinnon destroyed his belief in 
his ability to make judgments 
about the character of others. 

People vs. peephole 

McKinnon told the B.A.R. that 
he lived with Ober for three days 
before he allegedly killed him. He 
said that Ober agreed to let him 
stay with him because he was 
homeless. He said they were 
friends, not boyfriends. 

“He was lonely and seemed 
like a really nice guy,” said McKin¬ 
non, noting that he knew Ober for 
over a year. 

McKinnon said that although 
he has spent a long time in bars in 


the Castro and is attracted to men, 
he doesn’t consider himself gay. 

“I’m not gay. I’m not bi. I’m a 
people person. And I love people. 
I don’t like peepholes. Do you 
know the difference between a 
peephole and a people? A peep¬ 
hole, you can see right through 
them.” 

When asked why he didn’t go 
to the police immediately if he be¬ 
lieved he acted in self-defense, 
McKinnon responded: “You know 
what? I’m just a fucking human 
being and I got scared. And you 
know what? I’m not scared any¬ 
more. It doesn’t matter what hap¬ 
pens to me. What matters is what 
happens to this planet if some¬ 
body doesn’t do something; it’s 
not going to be pretty. Revela¬ 
tions. Read it. It’s already happen¬ 
ing, the plagues. Man against 
man. The East against the West. 
It’s already there. 

“I want people to know what 
happened,” said McKinnon. “I did 
nothing wrong. You understand 
that? The government does more 
wrong in Five minutes than I’ve 
done in my entire life. They let 
Saddam Hussein get away with it 
10 years ago, 11 years ago, 12 years 
ago, and now they let Osama bin 
Laden go.” 

McKinnon didn’t want to go 
into detail about his alleged strug¬ 
gle with Ober but he told the 
B.A.R. that he used no weapon. 
Police suspect that Ober may have 
been stabbed and are examining a 
knife for DNA evidence. 

“I don’t know why anyone is 
talking about a knife for. I don’t 
know nothing about no knife. I 
really don’t. 

“I did not use any weapons at 
all. I was sitting on the damn toi¬ 
let,” he added. 

Police say Ober’s body was 
found sprinkled with baking soda, 
in an apparent attempt to mask 
the smell. When asked about that, 
McKinnon answered: “I’m not 
going to comment on that.” 

McKinnon also declined to 
comment on an allegation that he 
abused an elderly man in his care. 

When asked about a report that 
he may have told another cus¬ 
tomer at the Pendulum while he 
was drunk that he “did a bad 


thing,” McKinnon answered: “I 
don’t know. If I was drunk, I was 
drunk. I can’t remember and that’s 
all I can say about that... And you 
know‘I’ve done a bad thing’ can be 
a lot of things, [like] I peed on the 
toilet seat. You know I’ve done a 
lot of bad things in my life like 
running out on my first wife, run¬ 
ning out on my second wife. Run¬ 
ning out on my first child, running 
out on my second child.” 

McKinnon explained that he 
was married twice and each time 
walked on his wife. He said he has 
a son from his first wife in Cana¬ 
da. He said the boy is now 14, 15, 
or 16 years old. He said he has a 
12- or 13-year-old daughter from 
his second wife in Florida. He said 
he’s originally from Canada and 
moved to this country when he 
was 21 or 22. He said he has lived 
in the Bay Area for five years. 

After the September 11 terror¬ 
ist attacks, McKinnon said that he 
designed, produced, and sold T- 
shirts to raise money for 9/11 vic¬ 
tims. He said he produced 72 
shirts, 32 of which are still at the 
printers because he owes the 
printer $400. 

“That will show you the type of 
person I really am inside,” he said. 

McKinnon said he hopes to 
spend his time in jail writing 
books. He said he has the first 10 
pages written of his new novel. 
And he said he plans to write a 
book about his murder case. 

More evidence 

Last Thursday, September 26, a 
day after the interview was con¬ 
ducted, McKinnon phoned this 
reporter from jail to say that on 
orders from his attorney, he can 
no longer talk to the B.A.R. or any 
other media outlet. 

Since the interview, the B.A.R. 
has learned of more potentially 
damaging evidence against McK¬ 
innon. Franco told the B.A.R. that 
McKinnon “was suddenly flush 
with money” in the days after 
Ober disappeared. Franco said 
McKinnon bought rounds of 
drinks for customers and gave 
away and sold pain medication. In 
retrospect, Franco is convinced 
the drugs and money were Ober’s. 
He noted that Ober had to take 


pain medication for his back. The 
drugs included Valium, OxyCon- 
tin, and morphine. 

The B.A.R. has learned that a 
backpack containing a loaded gun 
and Ober’s checkbook was left in 
the Midnight Sun bar sometime in 
mid-August, during the time when 
Ober was missing. The backpack 
was eventually turned over to San 
Francisco Patrol Special Police Of¬ 
ficer Jane Warner, who filed a re¬ 
port and turned it over to her su¬ 
periors. The backpack was shuffled 
off to SFPD’s burglary detail. After 
reading Ober’s name last week in 
newspaper stories, a Midnight Sun 
bartender remembered the name 
and alerted Warner to it. Warner in 
turn alerted SFPD’s homicide In¬ 
spector Holly Pera. 

Pera told the B.A.R. that her 
office just received the backpack 
from the burglary detail and she 
wasn’t sure yet how significant 
that find would be to their investi¬ 
gation. 

Meanwhile, Ober’s next door 
neighbor and close friend 
Stephanie Henry has kept candles 
lit outside Ober’s apartment door 
since his body was discovered. 

“I keep the candles lit, so his 
spirit will soar,” Henry explained. 
“I loved him.” 

Henry fondly remembers 
Ober’s kind, thoughtful, and gen¬ 
erous spirit. She remembers the 
gifts he made for her nieces and 
nephews. Most of all, she remem¬ 
bers the time they spent together. 
She said they would sometimes 
keep each other’s doors open and 
amuse themselves by referring to 
their apartments as the west or 
east wing, as if they lived in a 
mansion. 

Her friend’s murder has left 
Henry sad, shaken, and feeling as 
if she constantly has to look over 
her shoulder. 

“No one deserves what hap¬ 
pened to him,” she said. ▼ 


Police are asking anyone with 
information to come forward, 
particularly anyone who may 
have seen McKinnon during the 
time Ober was missing. People 
can call the SFPD homicide 
department at (415) 553-1145.

stores that cater to gay men. 

DPH’s HIV prevention direc¬ 
tor, Steven Tierney, told the San 
Francisco Examiner last week that 
he’s not ready to support a ban on 
N-9 lubricants until more conclu¬ 
sive studies have been done. Tier¬ 
ney said that no tests have been 
done on men. 

When reached by the B.A.R., 
Tierney said he wasn’t aware of 
the studies that were conducted by 
the Population Council of New 
York and by the University of 
Washington that have shown that 
N-9 lubricants act as an irritant in 
the anus. Those studies included 
men. The University of Washing¬ 
ton study specifically looked at 
gay male couples. The Population 
Council study has been cited a 
number of times by the B.A.R. in 
its extensive coverage of the N-9 
issue. 

Tierney noted that DPH 
stopped providing N-9 condoms 
about a year and a half ago. He 
added that DPH plans a new edu¬ 
cational campaign that will in¬ 
clude a warning about the risks of 
N-9. Tierney said he was con¬ 
cerned that some people would 
overreact to or misunderstand the 
N-9 warnings. He said he received 
two calls from people concerned 
that they could get HIV from N- 
9. 

DPH’s director, Dr. Mitch 



Katz, told the B.A.R. that the de¬ 
partment supports Leno’s legisla¬ 
tion. He emphasized that stores 
that cater to gay men should not 
sell the product. The health direc¬ 
tor also echoed Tierney’s concern 
of an overreaction to N-9. Katz 
cited an Examiner story with the 
headline “Killer Condoms,” as an 
example. Katz said that although 
people should use condoms or lu¬ 
bricant without N-9, he said it is 
better to use a condom or lubri¬ 
cant with N-9 than none at all. 

Mounting pressure 

Meanwhile, the pressure 
against N-9 got ratcheted up a few 
notches last week. On Wednesday, 
September 25, the Wall Street 


Journal prominently featured an 
article on the N-9 danger. That 
story forced an early kickoff to a 
new push to eliminate N-9 by a 
coalition of more than 85 scien¬ 
tists and health advocacy organi¬ 
zations. 

“We are concerned that many 
people mistakenly believe that N- 
9 provides extra protection 
against HIV and STDs when in 
fact studies show that N-9 in¬ 
creases risk of infection when it is 
used rectally,” said Lori Heise, di¬ 
rector of the Global Campaign for 
Microbicides, the group spear¬ 
heading what it termed a “Call to 
Discontinue N-9 for Rectal Use.” 

The Gay and Lesbian Medical 
Association issued an “urgent ad¬ 
visory” last week to coincide with 
the Global Campaign press con¬ 
ference to strongly urge gay men 
to avoid N-9. The Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Center also issued a 
warning last week against N-9. 

“Recent research has shown 
that even small amounts of 
nonoxynol-9 can cause sloughing 
of the cell lining of the rectum, 
potentially increasing one’s risk of 
contracting HIV,” said another 
press conference participant, Dr. 
Kenneth Mayer, professor of med¬ 
icine at Brown University and 
board member of the American 
Foundation for AIDS Research. 

Global Campaign organizers 
said they believe the most expedi¬ 
ent route to get N-9 off the market 
is to put pressure on the manufac¬ 
turers to stop making it. They 


pointed out that no studies have 
shown any benefits from N-9. Al¬ 
though N-9 is an effective contra¬ 
ceptive, there is no evidence it of¬ 
fers any additional contraceptive 
benefit when it’s in condoms or 
lubricants, organizers said. They 
noted that condom manufactur¬ 
ers are not being truthful when 
they claim in labeling that N-9 
condoms offer an additional con¬ 
traceptive benefit. 

One of the press conference’s 
participants was David Mayer, the 
president and CEO of the Oak- 
land-based Mayer Laboratories. 
Mayer said he hoped other man¬ 
ufacturers would follow Mayer 
and other companies that have 
opted out of N-9. Mayer noted 
that his sales representatives have 
already gone to stores in the Cas¬ 
tro and offered to exchange his N- 
9 Aqua Lube product for lube that 
is N-9 free. Mayer added that his 
company is formulating a new lu¬ 
bricant that he plans to test rectal¬ 
ly to ensure that it does not dam¬ 
age the protective epithelial cells 
in the rectum of its users. 

Heise announced at the press 
conference that she just got word 
that the manufacturers of ForPlay 
and Elbow Grease lubricants plan 
to stop making N-9 lube. That 
leaves just Westridge, the maker of 
ID Plus lube, as the only major 
manufacturer still making N-9 
lube. A representative of 
Westridge did not return the 
B.A.R.’s calls seeking comment on 
the matter. T

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Campaigns reach 
out to younger voters

t is a time-honored tradition 
for people in their 20s who are 
politically motivated to volun¬ 
teer as workhorses on political 
campaigns. 

Young people can be found 
working the phones at almost 
every campaign headquarters or 
hitting the streets to drum up sup¬ 
port for their favored candidate. 

In San Francisco’s District 8 
supervisor race, one candidate has 
not only tapped into this fountain 
of young support, but has made it 
a hallmark of his campaign. Bevan 
Dufty, a former aide to Mayor 
Willie Brown who ran the Mayor’s 
Office of Neighborhood Services, 
has organized an under-30 com¬ 
mittee to help him in his race to 
fill Mark Leno’s seat on the Board 
of Supervisors. Leno is expected 
to become the first openly gay 
man elected to the state Assembly 
come November. 

“It really concerned me that 
only 7 percent of the people who 
voted in the March election in 
District 8 were under 30. To me it 
was a sign the campaigns were not 
engaging younger people and that 
traditional politics turns them 
off,” said the openly gay Dufty. 
“When I decided not to take con¬ 
tributions over $100, I thought 
younger people would be interest¬ 
ed.” 

Dufty began his effort to at¬ 
tract a younger electorate to the 
race in June, showing up at vari¬ 
ous nightclubs popular with 
young gay men. While his efforts 
certainly boost his name recogni¬ 
tion among this age set, he said his 
primary goal is to get younger 
people registered to vote. 

“It is not a strategy to just get 
votes. I want to contribute to the 
process,” he said. “Running for of¬ 
fice is a fairly self-promoting thing 
to do. I intend to give back of my¬ 
self.” 

Another candidate in the race, 
out lesbian Eileen Hansen, has 
also made it a priority to engage 
younger voters in her campaign. 
While her efforts may not be as 
visible as Dufty’s are, she said she 
has always been interested in 
reaching out to younger voters. 

“From the very beginning of 
my campaign I have talked about 
how to get people to vote,” said 
Hansen, a nonprofit consultant 
with a background in AIDS public

policy. “We are also very interested 
in bringing younger and older 
people together in the campaign 
to do the work.” 

In August, Hansen attended a 
get-out-the-vote event aimed at 
younger voters that was held in 
Golden Gate Park. She said her 
campaign was the only one from 
District 8 present at the event. 

“I was there and spoke yet I am 
seen as the person who doesn’t 
have an under-30 focus,” she said. 

Not to be outdone by his op¬ 
ponents, candidate Tom 
Radulovich, an openly gay BART 
board member and transit con¬ 
sultant, has also popped up at late 
night spots popular with the 
under-30 crowd. He recently 
showed up at one of the Stud’s 
Trannyshack nights and his 
friends hosted a drag show benefit 
during last weekend’s Folsom 
Street Fair. 

But unlike his opponents, who 
are both in their 40s, the 35-year- 
old Radulovich said he is more fo¬ 
cused on people his own age. 

“I haven’t done a youth focus 
specifically. Hopefully, the cam¬ 
paign reflects a sensibility of Gen¬ 
eration X,” he said. “In going to 
Trannyshack, these are my people 
of the queer generation, not so 
much the gay generation.” 

Along with canvassing the 
city’s gay nightspots, Dufty’s team 
of under-30 supporters have been 
hosting cocktail mixers to attract 
their peers, register them to vote 
and talk up their candidate. 

“I would not be involved in the

race if he wasn’t running,” said 
Gerry Morales, a 27-year-old res¬ 
ident of Glen Park, who volun¬ 
teered to be a precinct captain in 
his neighborhood for Dufty. 

Through his under-30 focus, 
Dufty garnered the support of 
Gloss publisher Bevin Shamel, 
who has endorsed the candidate 
in the pages of his bi-weekly mag¬ 
azine and co-hosted one of the 
committee’s events. 

“This is my first time to regis¬ 
ter to vote,” said the 29-year-old

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Nat'l Depression Screening Day is Oct. 10

\ epressed, down in the 
^ ^ dumps, the blues - everyone 
iyP feels that way from time to 
time, it’s only natural. But some¬ 
times it is more than just a part of 
life; for one-in-five American 
adults it can be a clinical illness 
called depression, or an associat¬ 
ed disorder, and you can get help. 

National Depression Screening 
Day, which takes place next 
Thursday, October 10, has become 
an annual event where nearly 
2,000 sites offer free screening, ed¬ 
ucation, and referral on depres¬ 
sion. You can find a site near you 
by calling 1-800-520-6373 or on¬ 
line at www.mentalhealthscreen- 
ing.org. 

Last year 90,000 people took 
advantage of the offer. The five 
most common symptoms they re¬ 
ported were: 

• difficulty doing things done in 
the past, 

• feeling hopeless about the future, 

• difficulty in making decisions, 


• feeling worthless and not need¬ 
ed, and 

• no longer enjoying once enjoy¬ 
able activities. 

Depression can hit anyone, at 
any age, and LGBT people may be 
more vulnerable. A recent study 
by Jay Paul at the University of 
California, San Francisco found 
that 12 percent of gay and bisexu¬ 
al men have attempted suicide in 
their lifetime, a rate three times 
higher than the overall rate for 
American adult males. 

“These rates are staggering, 
and highlight the cost of pervasive 
anti-gay stigmatization and vic¬ 
timization,” said Paul. Equally as 
troubling is the finding that as 
kids are coming out at an earlier 
age, their attempts at suicide are 
beginning earlier. 

The peak of depression for 
young adults is in the later teenage 
years, wrote Lynne Lamberg in the 
September 18 edition of the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. Suicide is the third leading 
cause of death in this age group. 

Depression contributes to a 


low self-image, which increases 
the use of alcohol and illegal 
drugs, which often feeds on itself 
in a spiral of risk-taking activity 
that can include unsafe sex and 
the risk of becoming infected with 
HIV and other sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases. 

Another form that depression 
can take is called seasonal affective 
disorder, a biochemical reaction of 
the body to the shortening days of 
fall and winter and the more lim¬ 
ited amount of sunlight. Many 
people find that strong sun lamps 
and other therapies can help. 

Depression is associated with 
other serious illness and life¬ 
changing trauma, as one faces the 
prospect of their mortality. Some 
medications, such as interferon, 
have a side effect of worsening un¬ 
derlying depression. 

Relief from depression can take 
the form of antidepressant med¬ 
ications and behavioral therapy, 
used alone or in combination. But 
the first step is to identify the 
problem. And that can be made 
easier on October 10 . T

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income housing - will bring in 
property taxes to pay for much- 
needed city services, said Jenkins. 

Enticing businesses to the dis¬ 
trict - particularly those that 
promise to hire from within the 
community - can only clean up 
the streets, empower neighbors, 
and reduce crime, he believes. 

And rallying behind public 
power, he said, is simply “follow¬ 
ing the law” that designates Hetch 
Hetchy as a source not to be cor¬ 
rupted by corporations like Pacif¬ 
ic Gas and Electric. 

Jenkins is also concerned about 
low voter turnout in his district 


and District 10, where Supervisor 
Sophie Maxwell is running unop¬ 
posed. 

“Some people in her district 
won’t go out to vote because they 
figure she’ll win anyway,” said 
Jenkins, “but there are important 
ballot initiatives that need to be 
voted on.” 

Jenkins is kicking off a “get out 
the vote” drive this Saturday, Oc¬ 
tober 5 at his campaign office at 
240 Taylor Street. He also plans to 
host weekly Friday fundraisers at 
his office at 153 Duboce to “keep 
the excitement going.” 

This is Jenkins’s second run for 
supervisor; he ran two years ago 
in a pool of candidates that in¬ 
cluded incumbent Supervisor 
Chris Daly. This time around 


Jenkins has thus far been endorsed 
by Lesbian and Gays of African 
Descent for Democratic Action; 
Plan C; the Ron Brown Democra¬ 
tic Club; the Barbara Jordan De¬ 
mocratic Club; The Tenants’Asso¬ 
ciation Coalition; and the Manor 
Advocates. 

He is running again, he said, 
because “I still see the same prob¬ 
lems we had before.” 

“We need balanced growth, 
economic development, jobs, and 
housing,” said Jenkins. “The cur¬ 
rent board isn’t addressing the is¬ 
sues that would benefit every¬ 
body.” ▼

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portant thing you can do is return 
phone calls,” he said. “Whether 
someone has a problem or is just 
interested. I think that Chris Daly 
misses that point.” 

Daly’s apparent disinterest in 
residents or voters who did not 
vote for him or who aren’t politi¬ 
cally aligned makes him an “inef¬ 
fective representative,” Strunsky 
said. He declined comment on an 
incident involving Daly and a 
popular Tenderloin cafe owner 
who Daly allegedly snubbed when 


the man attempted to discuss the 
impact of crime on his business in 
the area with the elected official. 

“He should be representing 
everyone,” Strunsky suggested. 
“He acts as a divider rather than a 
unifier.” 

Although Strunsky supports 
the controversial Care Not Cash 
measure on the November ballot, 
he said that there are system-wide 
problems with the local public 
benefits system that spends more 
than an estimated $100 million a 
year with no coordination of ser¬ 
vices, little accountability, and no 
way of interpreting the effective¬ 
ness of expenditures. 


He also called for a separate 
court - similar to the specialized 
drug court - to handle infractions 
such as public drunkenness, uri¬ 
nation, and other urban quality of 
life issues. 

He also calls for more mixed 
use and affordable housing devel¬ 
opment. 

A native San Franciscan, the 
32-year-old Strunsky served as a 
White House intern during the 
early part of the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration. ▼

Shamel. 

Daniel Roddick, chair of the 
under-30 committee, met Dufty 
during a lunch his father, a former 
president of the Noe Valley Mer¬ 
chants and Professional Associa¬ 
tion, set up earlier this summer. 

“I didn’t know which candi¬ 
date I wanted to support until I 
met Bevan,” said the 26-year-old 
Roddick, who grew up in Noe Val¬ 
ley and is in the teaching creden¬ 
tial program at San Francisco 
State University. “His personal 
character and his professional ex¬ 
perience I thought made him a 
very good candidate and that is 
why I decided to work on his 
campaign.” 

So far the committee has regis¬ 
tered more than 200 voters since 
it formed. And as the race nears 
Election Day, the group’s focus has 
turned to going out to different 


neighborhoods to draw attention 
to Dufty’s campaign. 

“We create visibility and Bevan 
gets to meet more people and find 
out the concerns of different peo¬ 
ple,” said Roddick. “We talk to 
people about Bevan, why we want 
people to vote for Bevan.” 

Not everyone believes Dufty’s 
under-30 efforts are a service to 
the district. 

“It’s like Crest handing out 
toothpaste in the school system. I 
find it very patronizing,” said Cyn¬ 
thia Wides, a 26-year-old volun¬ 
teer on Hansen’s campaign. “I 
don’t necessarily appreciate being 
targeted that way. Eileen’s ap¬ 
proach is more comfortable and 
more realistic. I connect to that 
and I learn from it.” 

Having known Hansen 
through the Lavender Youth 
Recreation and Information Cen¬ 
ter, Wides said she is confident 
Hansen will be a strong advocate 
for people under 30, especially 
queer youth. And while Hansen’s 


campaign may not have a separate 
under-30 committee, she said that 
does not mean it is not attracting 
support from younger voters. 

“There are a lot of people 
under 30 and tons pf people with 
a lot of experience” working on 
the campaign, said Wides. “I learn 
from their experience and they get 
my MTV generation experience. 

“I do think it is more about 
connecting people whose voices 
haven’t been listened to than per se 
targeting one audience. If there is a 
target it is people who have been 
disenfranchised to a degree. And I 
know I definitely have felt that as a 
younger person,” added Wides. 

It remains to be seen if any of 
the campaigns’ under-30 efforts 
will result in a greater number of 
young voters at the polls in No¬ 
vember than those who voted in 
March. As for Dufty, his efforts 
may already have paid off to some 
degree - he won the San Francis¬ 
co Young Democrats’ endorse¬ 
ment. T

ISNA director 
Cheryl Chase to resign

. heryl Chase, the founder 
and executive director of the 
Intersex Society of North 
America, has announced that she 
will retire from the position by the 
end of the year. 

Chase created ISNA in 1993 as 
an advocacy group for intersexed 
individuals. The organization is 
dedicated to ending the shame 
and secrecy of those born an in¬ 
determinate sex or with sexual 
anatomy that features both male 
and female characteristics. 

ISNA, based in Petaluma, in 
Sonoma County, has worked to 
educate the public as well as pro¬ 
fessionals about intersex issues. 
One of the group’s key goals is to 
bring about change within the 
medical community, which still 
routinely practices “corrective” 
surgery on girls and boys with 
atypical genitals or reproductive 
organs - although that has begun 
to change due to the work of in¬ 
tersex activists. ISNA estimates 
that five children undergo sexual 
surgeries for intersex conditions 
every day. In many cases such chil¬ 
dren are never informed about 
their medical histories, and their 
surgeries may affect their sexual 
functioning as adults. 

ISNA aims to put the long¬ 
term needs of intersex people first, 
rather than those of embarrassed 
and confused parents or doctors, 
influenced by tradition and soci¬ 
etal prejudices. 

“After nearly 10 years, I am un¬ 
speakably proud of the work ISNA 
has accomplished in our efforts to 
build a world free of shame, secre¬ 
cy, and unwanted genital surg¬ 
eries,” said Chase. “I look to the fu¬ 
ture knowing that ISNA will con¬ 
tinue to impact public education 
and medical policy with its pa¬ 
tient-centered system of care.” 

Chase - and later ISNA - shed 
new light on intersex issues, which

were rarely heard about outside of 
medical contexts even a decade ago. 

ISNA has given intersex people a 
voice, noted ISNA board chair Alice 
Dreger. “Now when people hear 
about intersex, they hear directly 
from people living with intersex.” 

Chase has been widely featured 
in the media, including Newsweek, 
the New York Times, National 
Public Radio, and NBC. In 1997 
she produced Hermaphrodites 
Speak!, the first documentary in 
which intersex people speak about 
their own experiences. She has 
spoken widely on intersex issues 
and has advised the National In-

academia. Cheryl brought the 
word ‘intersex’ into our daily lives, 
helping to end the silence and 
make more difficult the medical- 
ization and erasure of people born 
with bodies that don’t fit within 
the sexual norms.”

1 H ith Gay Games VI less 
1 I * than a month away, the 
W 1 rhetorical question must 
be answered: Just how gay-friend¬ 
ly are those Aussies? 

Some attention has been raised 
about a rash of anti-gay attacks 
earlier this year by Aussie rugby 
players. A study of homophobia in 
the land down under revealed a 
disconcerting level of anti-gay 
feelings from the rabble up to 
some arch-conservative politicos. 

Yet overall, it’s quite apparent 
that the culture as a whole is 
rather laissez-faire when it comes 
to personal lives. Several provinces 
have added non-discrimination 
laws, domestic partnership laws, 
and activists are fighting for equal 
age of consent laws. 

But Sydney’s gay Oxford Street 
District has suffered a bit of tar¬ 
geting by police, who have 
repeatedly done sniffer 
dog raids of Oxford .fTI 
Street nightclubs. 

Blocking exits while pa¬ 
trons were searched for 
drugs, the raids netted only 
25 arrests of casual drug 
users out of thousands 
detained and searched 
in one week. Similar 
raids took place in 
Kings Cross and other 
areas. 

Assistant Police Commissioner 
Dick Adams told the Sydney Star 
Observer that the nightclub crack¬ 
down was part of the NSW police 
force’s series of high visibility 
“Vikings operations,” broadly tar¬ 
geting “anti-social behaviour” 
across the city. 

Gay activists have called it a 
“massive failure” and a complete 
waste of public funds. 

The stern lesson? Take your 
party drugs at your hotel or host¬ 
ed housing.

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AIDS 

march 

draws 

hundreds

early 400 activists marched 
on Saturday, September 28 
in Washington, D.C. to de¬ 
mand that the World Bank and 
the International Monetary Fund 
cancel the debt of poor countries 
- a debt that is crippling develop¬ 
ing economies and taking money 
away from desperately needed 
health care. 

Demonstrators represented 
ACT UP, the Student Global AIDS 
Campaign, Health GAP, Jubilee 
USA, the Global AIDS Alliance, 
and others concerned with debt 
relief and funding for AIDS pre¬ 
vention and treatment in poor 
countries. 

The demonstration began in 
front of the U.S. Treasury building 
to call attention to the fact that the 
U.S. government drives World 
Bank/IMF policies. 

“The World Bank and IMF are 
hazardous to global health,” said 
Salih Booker from Africa Action. 
According to Booker, the World 
Bank and IMF require poor coun¬ 
tries to impose user fees for health 
care and demand that debt repay¬ 
ment take precedence over health. 
“Health care is a global human 
right,” declared Booker. “We must 
use global wealth for global health.” 

Dembe Dembele from Senegal 
decried World Bank/IMF struc¬ 
tural adjustment programs that 
force developing countries to 
spend their resources on debt ser¬ 
vice rather than on the needs of 
their people. Many African coun¬ 
tries spend more to pay interest 
on existing debts than they receive 
in new international aid. 

Chanting “Donate the dollars, 
drop the debt, treat the people,” 
the spirited protesters marched to 
the Washington Monument to 
join a rally of thousands protest¬ 
ing the negative effects of global¬ 
ization. 

John Bell of ACT UP/Philadel- 
phia spoke from the main stage of 
the large rally. Bell presented the 
activists’ demands including im¬ 
mediate debt cancellation to free 
up money to pay for HIV treat¬ 
ment and prevention and a U.S. 
donation of $2.5 billion for glob¬ 
al AIDS funding. 

“We cannot give the IMF, the 
World Bank, and the Bush admin¬ 
istration a choice in these life and 
death decisions,” said Bell. “They 
must do what the people need.” 

An estimated 7,500 protesters 
were in Washington, D.C. last 
weekend during the annual meet¬ 
ing of World Bank/IMF delegates 
to call for global justice and de¬ 
mocratic participation in eco¬ 
nomic decision-making. During a 
“People’s Strike” last Friday, more 
than 600 demonstrators were ar¬ 
rested, most for gathering without 
a permit in a park near the White 
House. 

On Saturday IMF finance min¬ 
isters directed the fund to draft a 
new policy allowing developing 
nations with “unmanageable 
debt” to declare bankruptcy. U.S. 
Treasury Secretary Paul O’Neill 
expressed support for the new 
policy, which faces opposition 
from large banks and other 
lenders; the IMF is expected to 
consider the draft at its April 2003 
meeting. T

Speaking 
his mind in SF

S ome like it hard, and some like 
it soft,” Tony Curtis likes to say. 
The star of a touring musical 
based on Some Like It Hot had an ad¬ 
ditional comment: “Homosexual. 
Heterosexual. It’s all just such bull¬ 
shit.” 

The 77-year-old actor was be¬ 
moaning the “big megillah” that soci¬ 
ety makes of sexual differences. “If 
there was any case of that,” he said of 
any significant differences among ori¬ 
entations, “then why is it that every 
one of us jerked off when we were 
kids? I rest my case.” 

He knows what it’s like to be the 
target of homophobia, even if his 
preferences are clearly heterosexual. 
“The first thing they would say when 
I started in the movies was that I was 
— excuse the vernacular — a fag or a 
fairy,” Curtis said during a recent in¬ 
terview at the Fairmont Hotel. “That 
was as if to demean me. ‘Look how 
good-looking he is. He’s probably a 
fag.’ You know, I heard this all the 
time, so I became cognizant of it very 
early.” 

He heard it even before his Holly¬ 
wood start in 1949, as a gigolo oppo¬ 
site Yvonne DeCarlo in Criss Cross. 
“My parents were Hungarian Jews,” 
Curtis continued, “and as a kid, as 
soon as the other kids would find out 
I was Jewish and because of the way I 
looked, I was in trouble instantly. I 
was afraid of getting beat up out on 
the streets. I didn’t want anybody to 
hit my face.” 

In these less benighted times, and 
despite the fact that Curtis is several 
times a grandfather, he’s still the tar¬ 
get of homophobic innuendoes. 
“There was a guy on the radio — how

O ne of San Francisco’s pre¬

Eastenders '' Eight X Term' falls short

mbitions often outstripped 
abilities as Eastenders 
Repertory Company 
launched its fourth annual one- 
act festival with an all-Tennessee 
Williams program. Still, there 
were moments on the opening 
night of EightX Term when the in¬ 
gredients pulled together to sug¬ 
gest something more than awk¬ 
ward recitation, uncertain charac¬ 
terizations and direction, and 
fumbled lines. 

In Series A, part of three pro¬ 
grams presented in rotating reper¬ 
tory, the focus is on Williams’ 
early one-act plays. Of the four 
plays presented on opening night, 
Hello from Bertha, set in the bed¬ 
room of a St. Louis brothel, 
proved the most effective. Veneita 
Porter plays Bertha, an ailing 
prostitute, with effectively an¬ 
guished confusion. Valerie Weak 
also scores with a natural portray¬ 
al of a sympathetic colleague. The 
emotional core of the piece is 
often revealed in Robert A. Zick’s 
direction. 

There is also some success in 
A Perfect Analysis Given by a Par¬ 
rot, thanks to actresses Suzan A. 
Kendall and Weak. This amusing 
pair plays lady conventioneers 
who stumble into a St. Louis bar 
looking for some action, and end 
up trading insults over beer. Di¬ 
rector Joe Weatherby oddly has 
the actresses play most of their 


lines directly to the audience. But 
this stylized choice was less dis¬ 
tracting than Joseph Leonardi’s 
waiter, who spent much of the 
time fixing his bowtie after mak¬ 
ing a late entrance. 

It is more difficult to find 
praiseworthy components in The 
Lady of Larkspur Lotion, particu¬ 
larly afflicted with dialogue mis¬ 
steps and unfocused direction by 
Weatherby. Madeline Lacques- 
Aranda wanly plays a forerunner 
of Blanche DuBois, Porter her im¬ 
patient landlady, and Leonardi an 
alcoholic writer from across the 
hall. 

Moony’s Kid Don’t Cry, direct¬ 


ed by Susan E. Evans, found little 
believable life in Adam Chipkin 
and Sarah Korda’s performances 
as an unhappy blue-collar couple 
dealing with a baby. The basic 
rhythms and reactions that should 
occur between characters could 
not be found. 

The other components of Eight 
X Tenn, continuing through Oct. 
20 at the Eureka Theatre, are I 
Can’t Imagine Tomorrow and The 
Gnadiges Fraulein (Series B), and 
In the Bar of a Tokyo Hotel and The 
Travelling Companion (Series C).

I have no idea what you do 
about this. Ruthless pruning in 
the past (Mozart, Verdi, Wagner) 
was cause for later finger-point¬ 
ing. Wagner was always cut, and 
sometimes seemed longer for it. 
I’m not sure that would be the 
case in Messiaen. You couldn’t cut 
whole scenes because there is 
something pertinent in each. Yet 
their rambling structure is such 
that you might be able to lose the 
pendants to each scene. They rise 
to a climax and, just as you are sat¬ 
isfied, Messiaen (or rather, 
Francois) starts talking again, ad 
infinitum. It’s like having a lover 
who won’t shut up for the after¬ 
glow. 

One’s hope then, with the full 
score mandated by taste, conven¬ 
tion and probably the conductor, 
is that the performance will some¬ 
how carry us over the slow spots. 
Well, it does and it doesn’t. Don¬ 
ald Runnicles understands the 
score structurally and uses his 
wizardly technique to keep every¬ 
one together. With what I counted 
to be 102 instruments — three 
ondes martenot( think Beach Boys, 
though technically that is a 
theremin) and three mallet in¬ 
struments (xylophone, marimba 
and xylorimba) to left and right of 
the stage rather than in the pit — 
Runnicles was able to make a lot 
of noise, much more forceful and 
in-yer-face than Kent Nagano’s 
French-sounding recording from 
Salzburg. 

Ian Robertson’s chorus, back- 
stage or hidden on stage most of 
the time, sang fantastically, with 
such power at the end that it guar¬ 
anteed a standing ovation. (Mes¬ 
siaen was no fool.) The compos¬ 
er’s widow, ondes virtuoso Yvonne 
Loriod, awarded the Olivier Mes¬ 
siaen Foundation Prize to Robert¬ 
son before the performance for 
his “artistic contribution to the 
preparation of the opera.” Well- 
deserved. 

Androgyne angel 

The final unambiguous piece 
of the puzzle was the casting of 
Buffalo native Laura Aikin as the 
Angel, the only female presence in 
the opera, though she is actually 
androgynous and is referred to as 
“he” by the monks. Dawn Upshaw 
has sung the role almost exclu¬ 
sively, yet her wan, colorless voice 
is nothing like Aikin’s pure, 
springwater tones. (Credit Rosen¬ 
berg for breaking that hegemony.) 
Aikin also entered into the direc¬ 
tor’s scheme, dancing like a 
Martha Graham intern and ap¬ 


pearing most fetchingly in an elec¬ 
tric blue bodystocking, overcoat, 
Fedora and shades, like some drug 
dealer from a Japanese punk 
movie. Her wing was enclosed in 
a backpack. 

Not only was she totally enter¬ 
taining, raising the level of every 
scene she was in, but she partici¬ 
pated in the opera’s greatest musi¬ 
cal treat, when the angel plays her 
“viol” to impress Francois with 
God’s power to speak through 
music. The ondes martenot sings 
for the Angel, who plucks at the 
support strings holding up her 
snowy path as though they were a 
celestial harp. This was the effort¬ 
less melding of music and staging 
that the entire opera could have 
used. 

And that’s where the problems 
started. About half the time, di¬ 
rector Nicolas Brieger and set de¬ 
signer Hans Dieter Schaal, both 
making SFO debuts, were shock¬ 
ingly dated and anti-Messiaen. 
This is the composer of colors, re¬ 
member, who is on record as hat¬ 
ing “gray.” Yet much of this pro¬ 
duction was bathed in gray, black, 
brown, colors and shapes of Ger¬ 
man Expressionism. In the open¬ 
ing scene, as dozens of choristers 
marched up a ramp wearing long 
overcoats and Fedoras, I half ex¬ 
pected to hear a cimbalom playing 
the Third Man theme. Stagehands 
(the common people) came on to 
listen to the birds; I saw that at 
Seattle’s modern Ring in 1990. 

In other words, this produc¬ 
tion pretty much cemented the 
fears some of us had that the 
“new” SFO style would be, in fact, 
an old Teutonic one. Still, you 
can’t judge by one production, es¬ 
pecially of a long and difficult 
opera like this. The other singers, 
including Willard White in the 
title role, were perfectly adequate 
without setting anyone on fire. 
Chris Merritt, as the Leper, was 
more than that, but I’m not sure if 
it was him or the scene itself that 
was so powerful and physically ex¬ 
citing. 

I think that’s what I missed the 
most, the continual physical thrills 
you get in Verdi, Puccini, Mozart, 
Handel — the idea that you are 
totally engaged in a mysterious 
ritual that is making your heart 
pound and the blood rush in your 
ears. I didn’t experience that con¬ 
tinually with Saint Francois, at 
least not in this production. Yet to 
be fair, I don’t see how anyone 
could animate some of those 
droning speeches. Saint Francois 
did love to hear himself talk. ▼

here do I start? Last Fri- 
, day, San Francisco Opera 
presented the American 
stage premiere of Olivier Messi¬ 
aen’s Saint Francois d’Assise (St. 
Francis of Assisi). This was to be 
general director Pamela Rosen¬ 
berg’s signature piece, displaying 
her taste in repertory, her imagi¬ 
nation in choosing stage directors 
and designers, and her expertise in 
casting relatively unknown voices 
in major parts. 

I wish I could say that the five- 
hour-plus evening proved all of 
the above, or denied every one, 
but the result was much more am¬ 
biguous. It is tempting to sneer at 
a production that keeps the audi¬ 
ence stuck in its seats for a 112- 
minute second act while the pro¬ 
tagonist speaks to his birdie 
friends, at great length, each apos¬ 
trophe being surrounded by Mes¬ 
siaen’s patented bird song, of 
which I will frankly state, a little 
goes a long way. 

Yet there is too much good 
music in the opera itself (I’d say 
close to two hours, roughly half 
the score, is truly magical) and too 
much fun stuff on stage (again, I’d 
judge about half) to give rise to 
sneering. My Sitzfleisch may have 
been in agony at times, but my 
brain and even my heart were 
more than occasionally engaged. 
It is just that they were engaged 
for two hours, not for five.

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African preen 

In ACT's 'Night and Day/ it's primal.

,, ot every Tom Stoppard 
play requires a thesaurus, a 
Latin-English dictionary, 
and. a couple of college degrees. 
His 1978 play Night and Day is 
downright accessible compared to 
the later likes of Arcadia and The 
Invention of Love. In those plays, 
admittedly set in educational mi¬ 
lieus, it’s as if Stoppard is showing 
off while daring audiences to keep 
up with his intellectual curlicues. 

But Night and Day, now at 
ACT, takes place in a far more pri¬ 
mal world, where survival doesn’t 
mean academic tenure or spiritu¬ 
al redemption on the River Styx. 
Set in a fictional African nation on 
the brink of civil war, the sur- 
vivalists include hard-bitten Lon¬ 
don journalists, an apolitical Eng¬ 
lish businessman, his erotically 
fantasizing wife, and the country’s 
brutal president. 

They all know the rules for 
self-survival, but those rules begin 
to crumble when an innocent ar¬ 
rives in the form of a young free¬ 
lance reporter. He irks his fellow 
journalists by scooping them with 
an interview with a rebel leader. 
And this interview enrages the 
dictatorial president, who vents 
his anger on the swaggering senior 
correspondent in a particularly 
gripping scene. 

Of course, with Stoppard, there 
are ideas that are given specific 
voice amid the plot machinations. 
Most baldly stated is the notion 
that the public must endure the 
shabby side of the press in order 
to preserve an essential freedom of 


the press. 

Although the play ends in vio¬ 
lence, Stoppard offers consider¬ 
able humor, mostly caustic, along 
the way. Much of it is provided by 
the businessman’s wife, bored in 
her colonial-style isolation, who is 
both observer and seductress. If it 
is possible to sparkle with ennui, 
Rene Augesen makes it happen in 
her shimmering performance. 

Strong work is also provided 
by Marco Barricelli as the old- 
school foreign correspondent, 
Steven Anthony Jones as the sadis¬ 
tically mercurial president, Paul 
Whitworth as a grizzled photog¬ 
rapher, and Gregory Wallace in a 
mostly mute role of a sullen ser¬ 
vant. Anthony Fusco doesn’t add 
much color to the role of the busi¬ 
nessman, and while T. Edward 
Webster is appealing in the mo¬ 
ment as the young journalist, not 
much of his characterization re¬ 
mains after the curtain comes 


down. 

ACT artistic director Carey 
Perloff, who directs all the compa¬ 
ny’s Stoppard plays, has done a 
solid job with Night and Day. Es¬ 
pecially noteworthy is Annie 
Smart’s unfolding set that easily 
changes from' indoors to out¬ 
doors. 

Night and Day, in this country 
at least, is one of Stoppard’s less¬ 
er-known plays. While communi¬ 
cations technology has dated 
some of the play’s plot mechanics, 
its basics remain relevant as a 
murky new war is about to be 
thrust upon us. “If you’ve got a 
free press,” says one character, 
“everything is correctable, and 
without it everything is conceal- 
able.” V

did he put it? ‘Have you ever done 
it in the ass?’ And then he said, ‘Is 
your daughter a hermaphrodite?’ 
I don’t know where this bullshit 
comes from. But it didn’t offend 
me, and I didn’t hang up the 
phone.” 

Curtis doesn’t let much bother 
him these days, and he easily talks 
about past troubles with drugs, 
women, and family. “I have no an¬ 
guish, no stress, no pain. Nothing 
disturbs me now,” he said. “I don’t 
let my children disturb me. 
They’ve got their own lives to live. 
I can’t be responsible for their 
lives, like I couldn’t be responsible 
for my mother’s.” 

Curtis’ mother is a topic that 
registers raw, 28 years after her 
death. “As a kid,” Curtis said, “I 
was bummed out a lot.” In addi¬ 
tion to the tough kids who want¬ 
ed to mess up the pretty boy 
named Bernard Schwartz, his 
mother, pathologically unhappy 
in Curtis’ view, regularly set out to 
wallop her oldest son. 

“Look, we all grow up in fami¬ 
lies, and any idiosyncrasies or any 
madnesses are fed to us by our 
mother. Slap you in the face. Don’t 
do that again. Get up. Get over 
here. All of a sudden, as you’re 
growing up, you see that behavior 
again outside, at school, and you 
become very delicate, so you hide 
that feeling, and then one after¬ 
noon you can get up and do any 
fucking thing you want.” 

Things fall apart 

Curtis chronicled how badly he 
handled the temptations that 
came With success in a 1993 auto¬ 
biography. Marriages fell apart;

there was booze, cocaine, and even 
heroin. 

“All those girls. All that alcohol. 
All those drugs. And trying to 
please everybody,” he reiterated in 
the interview. “All of a sudden you 
hate your marriage. You don’t like 
the parts you’re getting in the 
movies. So the next thing you’re 
doing is smoking cocaine or 
drinking a lot more than you want 
to. That’s what got me into trou¬ 
ble in those early days. I had no 
place to hide. Were I able to face 
the realities of it, but I didn’t want 
to face my mother when she was 
screaming. I didn’t want to face 
those other actors who were jeal¬ 
ous of me. I wanted to be Mr. Nice 
Guy. All my problems with girls 
were because of that.” 


Curtis now lives contentedly 
outside Las Vegas with his fifth 
wife, thirtyish Jill Ann Vanden- 
berg, and he has found a new pas¬ 
sion in painting for pleasure and 
profit (www.TonyCurtis.com). 
“Since the ’90s,” he said, “I’ve real¬ 
ly got my act together. I’m not em¬ 
barrassed or ashamed of anything 
I am or will be.” 

In the new Some Like It Hot, a 
reworked version of the 1972 mu¬ 
sical Sugar, Curtis is playing Os¬ 
good Fielding III, a major but 
supporting character created on¬ 
screen by Joe E. Brown. The part 
has been beefed up for this tour, 
including a new song added for 
Curtis, who took song and dance 
lessons to get ready for the role. 

Still, the character doesn’t 
make his first entrance until about 
an hour into the first act, so the 
show must depend to a large de¬ 
gree on what’s happening when 
Curtis is offstage. To find the 
names of the actors in the starring 
roles of Joe and Jerry, played on¬ 
screen respectively by Curtis and 
Jack Lemmon, one must dig a bit. 
The musical’s largely unsung lead¬ 
ing men are Arthur Hankett (Joe) 
and Timothy Gulan (Jerry) as the 
pair of musicians who don drag to 
escape the mob, join an all-girl or¬ 
chestra, and fall for the band’s 
land singer (Marilyn Monroe as 
Sugar in the movie, Jodi Carmeli 
at the Golden Gate). 

Curtis’ new role is a sweetly 
lecherous millionaire who falls for 
Daphne, Jerry’s drag persona, and 
delivers the famous final line. 
“Nobody’s perfect,” says Osgood, 
ready to sail off with his newly re¬ 
vealed transgender inamorata. 

Curtis’ variation on Osgood is 
nothing like what the widemouth 
screen clown Joe E. Brown

istorical novels are tricky, 
and the further back in 
time you go, the trickier 
they are. It’s hard enough writing 
a good novel, let alone recreating a 
time so far from our own that the 
characters might as well be from 
another planet. 

The historical novelist must 
find a way to provide the neces¬ 
sary information to make the pe¬ 
riod and its people coherent for 
the modern reader without lec¬ 
turing, making annoying lists, or 
having characters ask questions 
for the sole purpose of filling in 
the gaps in the reader’s knowl¬ 
edge. Mary Bolton gets it all right 
in Song of Madeleine (iUniverse, 
$20.95), a fascinating tale of 
Eleanor of Aquitaine’s decision to 
accompany her husband, King 
Louis VII, on the disastrous Sec¬ 


ond Crusade, as told by her 
cousin, Madeleine. 

Bolton captures everyday life 
in the 12th century with a re¬ 
markable eye for detail. The jour¬ 
ney to the Holy Land is painfully 
vivid. Song of Madeleine is a great 
read, filled with extraordinary 
characters. The book was so 
interesting that I was 
certain Bolton would 
be equally so, and 
decided an e-inter¬ 
view was just the 
thing. 

Deborah Peifer: 

How did you de¬ 
velop this amazing interest in the 
Crusades? 

Mary Bolton: My interest in 
the Crusades, in the 12th century 
more exactly, developed in a most 
mysterious way. It all started in the 
Hebrides, on the Isle of Iona. On 
that island is an existing 12th-cen¬ 


tury convent whose main attrac¬ 
tion is its still-surviving glass win¬ 
dows, a rarity indeed. What 
caught my eye, however, was a 
Willendorf-like figure on the out¬ 
side of the wall. When I investi¬ 
gated what it was, the guidebook 
identified it as an earth 
goddess figure. That 
surprised me, be¬ 
cause the ashes of 
many a woman have 
floated skyward for 
any such belief. How 
did it survive on 
this convent 
wall? Except for 
the Celtic her¬ 
itage, there’s no explanation. 

I began to wonder if the 12th- 
century convents housed a secret 
goddess religion. Of course, there 
is no record to be found of that, 
probably ashes like the women, 
but one person kept recurring in 
all my searching. Eleanor of 
Aquitaine appeared in every 
source that I encountered. I began 
to be fascinated by her, and in a 
wonderful book by Amy Kelly, 
Eleanor and the Four Kings, I came 
across the passage that started me 
on my journey. Describing the 
preparations for the Crusade, 
Kelly quotes the chronicling 
monk, who wrote, “With the 
Queen were several women, but 
there is not parchment enough to 
waste on their names.” 

Everyone who has ever gone 
on a search knows when they’ve 
hit pay dirt. I knew that I would 
not rest until their names and 
their deeds were known. So the in¬ 
terest was not so much in the Cru¬ 
sade, but the fact that the most il-

he daunting baggage of am¬ 
bivalent sexual identity, cap- 
11 tured so effectively in 1991 ’s 
The Cosmology of Bing, about a 
closeted gay professor with a 
crush on a student, is dusted off 
and again hammered onto the 
mantel of author Mitch Cullin’s 
stark fifth effort. 

The bleak opening scene of a 
homeless camp inside a dark 
sewer tunnel among the arroyos 
of Phoenix, Arizona finds an un¬ 
named man hiding out from po¬ 
lice who want him to answer to 
murder charges. This is the result 
of his secret double life that has 
spun out of control, which makes 
up the driving force of the book. 

Cullin retrace “the man’s” steps 
from a once-happily married life 
to the desolate circumstances he 
finds himself in now. There was a 
time when his middle-class, sub¬ 
urban lifestyle was sufficient: a 
good high-school English teach¬ 
ing job, two smart children, and a 
loving, attractive wife. But Julie 
became overweight and unre¬ 
sponsive to sex after bearing chil¬ 
dren and, since they now sleep in 
separate rooms, “the man” has 
grown restless and horny over 
summer break. 

His solution: driving around in 
circles though the city late at 
night, never daring to stop. But, 
one night, he discovers the joys of 


the “Greasewood Palace,” an adult 
bookstore with an arcade popu¬ 
lated by video booths. At the 
mercy of some anonymously plea¬ 
surable gloryholes, “the man” has 
found relief from the bed-death of 
his marriage. 

From this point, Cullin whips 
up a frothy mix of lies, cover-ups, 
desperate acts, and good old-fash¬ 
ioned trouble for his protagonist, 
a man who simply wants to get 
off. 

The procession of hazards he- 
gins when the gloryholes are sud¬ 
denly sealed over, sending “the 
man” to seek “short-lived nirvana” 
within the public toilet stalls of 
nearby Mission Park. The sex is 
free-flowing (he develops a regu¬ 
lar rendezvous session with a fa¬ 
vorite man) until an undercover 
policeman is shot at the urinals, 
and though “the man” tries to aid 
the dying officer, he ends up run¬ 
ning for cover. Wracked with guilt 
and numerous sleepless nights, 
“the man,” now John Connor, fi¬ 
nally admits to police he was at 
the scene when the officer was 
murdered. 

Double trouble 

Police take his statement, but 
they believe John is much more 
involved than he states. What fol¬ 
lows is the breakdown and the 
shameless skinning of a married 
man’s double life, revealing the 
hefty price-tag that secret lives and 
lies can carry. 

Cullin’s book claims to be 
“based roughly on real events,” 
which is a believable assertion es- 
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lustrious Queen of that century 
traveled from Paris to Jerusalem 
(I’m exhausted flying to London), 
and that several women went with 
her. Did you ever learn that in a 
history class? 

What intrigued you about 
Eleanor? 

Her amazing willfulness, when 
such a trait was all but loathed by 
the dominant culture, guided as it 
was by the Church. She was 
bright, cultured, sensual, strong, 
and, records show, extremely gen¬ 
erous. Eleanor understood power, 
knew how to play the power 
game. Too well, I’m afraid, for her 
second husband, Henry the Sec¬ 
ond. He imprisoned her for sever¬ 
al years. 

Every researcher finds at least 
one interesting fact that can't be 
used in the novel. What was 
yours? 

The most interesting fact I un¬ 
covered, and could not use in the 
book, concerned Abbess Jovetta in 
Bethany. When her father, King 
Baldwin, was captured by the 
Saracens, they demanded one of 


his children be given as hostage. 
Jovetta was chosen. Imagine a 
four-year-old girl delivered into 
the hands of a Saracen harem at so 
young an age — any age, for that 
matter. Princess Jovetta was later 
given so magnificent a convent by 
her sister, Queen Melisende, for 
obvious reasons. Jovetta, after her 
release, was considered unmarri- 
able. 

What's next for you? 

I have a book undergoing a 
rewrite. It’s the story of a couple 
who become heroically involved 
in the rescue attempts that the 
Deluge of ’97 triggered here in 
Northern California. Penny Vi- 
dalovich works for Forestry, and 
her partner, Vaal Swenson, works 
with the Conservation Corps. 
Both women also become sus¬ 
pects in a homicide that occurs 
when the Arbadee Dam causes a 
power outage! 

After that, I want to write the 
story of my Irish great-aunt, Hon- 
ora Ford, who, orphaned on ship¬ 
board, lands in Boston in 1850. 
That should keep me off the 
streets for a while. I’ll send these 
out a couple of times, and if I get 
the same runaround, I’ll go right 
back to iUniverse. There are a lot 
of good writers who can’t get past 
the greed-motivated monolith 
that publishing has become. I urge 
them 'to do the same thing. ▼

tablished by those newspaper ac¬ 
counts of restless, horny, middle- 
aged husbands who keep getting 
caught with their hands in the 
Crisco can. 

Undersurface is simple yet ef¬ 
fective. There is nothing inherent¬ 
ly complicated about stripping 
away the facades of a closeted man 
at the mercy of his “base desire.” 
Cullin shows off his stuff— effec¬ 
tively groggy pace, frenzied psy¬ 
chological perspective, and 
gloomy characterization. 

But there is fun to be had here 
as well. The story pauses often for 
hilarious passages skewering the 
male species as a herd of “selfish, 
stupid,” unfeeling slugs. Consider 
this: “It’s a miracle that men ac¬ 
complish anything profound, es¬ 
pecially when considering the na¬ 
ture of their sex drive.” Sometimes 
the truth really hurts. 

Ultimately, Cullin’s story calls 
to mind everyone’s private poten¬ 
tial, that “other self” lurking just 
beneath the layers of our outward 
appearance. ▼

nder One Roof From the 
opening titles informing 
us that “Fags Make 
Movies” to the delicious shower 
scenes that bookend this modest 
but funny tale of a Chinese Amer¬ 
ican mama’s boy who passive/ag¬ 
gressively wishes “to dip [his] 
chopstick in [the] ricebowl” of a 
lanky Indiana slacker boy, Under 
One Roof works its subtle magic 
on us. Director Todd Wilson and 
writer David Lewis expertly mix 
the solid storytelling of contem¬ 
porary Chinese cinema with the 
staggering sexual possibilities of 
SF to give us an upstairs/down¬ 
stairs farce about Daniel (Jay 
Wong), whose furtive pursuit of 
Robert (James Marks) threatens 
to break his “main rule: separating 
my home life from my homo life.” 

In a film romance, chemistry 
between the lovers is everything, 
and Wong and Marks make us 
fully aware that their kitchen is in¬ 
stantly in business, while at the 
same time making believable the 
bed-switching hijinx designed to 
keep Daniel’s “evil empress” of a 
mother off the scent. 

An early scene in which Daniel 
seeks to probe Robert’s suitability 
as a partner by tossing the Sunday 
paper’s career section in his lap 
provides a nice example of how 
the filmmakers both acknowledge 
and skewer social cliches. Robert: 
“This job stuff, it seems to get 
your dick hard.” Daniel: “At least I 
have some direction in 'my life.” 
Robert: “At least I don’t still live at 
home.” (10/5 & 7, Rafael) 

Personal Velocity In an impres¬ 
sive film debut, Rebecca Miller 
takes some weirdly specific char¬ 
acters created for the page and 
makes them sing onscreen. Per¬ 
sonal Velocity is an anthology with 
a very subversive throughline: 
during the first two stories — 
young mother Delia (Kyra Sedg¬ 
wick) flees an abusive husband 
with her three kids, and aspiring 
book editor Greta (Parker Posey) 
struggles over whether to delete 
her “ideal guy” husband from her 
life — we hear fleeting accounts of 
a traffic accident, whose details 
launch the third tale. - 

A wild girl named Paula 
(Fairuza Balk), who runs from the 
accident, copes with a sudden 
pregnancy, courtesy of her Haitian 
live-in boyfriend; confronts her 
divorced mom and her sarcastic 
stepdad; and saves the life of a 
male teenage hitchhiker. Paula 
uses her need to save the boy as 


the foundation for finally getting 
a handle on her out-of-control 
life. Comedy and tragedy mix at 
high speed. (10/13, Sequoia) 

Bowling for Columbine One of 

many ways to view Michael 
Moore is as a kind of Rush Lim- 
baugh for the Left, with bits of 
Jerry Springer, Jerry Brown, Jerry 
Lewis, and definitely too much 
Ben & Jerry thrown in for good 
measure. It’s as if Jacques Tati 
arose from the dead with extra 
girth and a pointy-headed politi¬ 
cal agenda. For liberals, the dilem¬ 
ma with Moore has always been, 
can somebody who’s this much 
fun really be trusted? In his new 
film, Eric Harris and Dylan Kle- 
bold bowl a few frames before 
school, a suburban bank gives out 
a loaded rifle with every new ac¬ 
count, Charlton Heston meets a 
bigger bully, and the founder of 
American Bandstand flees the law 
of unintended consequences. 
Bowling’s improvement over 
Roger and Me is Moore’s carefully 
crafted line of reasoning that con¬ 
nects America’s mania for guns 
with a proximate cause: the un¬ 
proclaimed second “Civil War” 
that broke out in the ’60s between 
Left and Right. Guaranteed to 
provoke, amuse, annoy, exasperate 
and delight.

Gael Garcia Bernal is not the only 
reason to see Carlos Carrera’s up¬ 
date of a 19th-century Portuguese 
comic novel, but he’s a damn good 
one. Bernal lets a facade of dewy- 
eyed innocence conceal a talent 
that can freely cross between irony 
and sincerity. When Bernal’s

brought to the role. “I play him as 
a handsome, eccentric million¬ 
aire,” Curtis said. “I play him how 
I look. It’s really not complicated.” 

Curtis has no patience for 
high-tone talk of acting methods 
or techniques. “There is no 
process,” he said. “It must be nat¬ 
ural and easy. It cannot be moti¬ 
vated by, well, I’m going to think 
of when I was angry at my moth¬ 
er so I can get angry on the screen. 
I’m a technician, if you will.” 

Curtis’ career began on the 
stage in New York, and he was dis¬ 
covered by Hollywood in a 1948 
off-Broadway revival of Golden 
Boy. He never did make it to 


Broadway, and one high-profile 
attempt was a notorious fiasco. 
Curtis starred in Neil Simon’s I 
Ought to Be in Pictures during a 
pre-Broadway tryout in Los Ange¬ 
les, but had departed the company 
before it opened on Broadway in 
1980 with Ron Leibman in his 
role. 

“It was a terrible experience,” 
Curtis said. “Neil Simon and [di¬ 
rector] Herb Ross are disgusting. 
I was using drugs then, but they 
made my life so miserable that it 
was not possible for me to work 
for them.” 

His decision to try the stage 
again at age 77, this time singing 
and dancing in a musical based on 
one of his greatest film successes, 
seems both gutsy and foolhardy. 
But Curtis has his own reasons for 


putting himself out there once 
again. 

“Service to others is the rent we 
pay for our time on this planet. 
That comes from Omar Khayyam, 
and I feel that,” Curtis said. “When 
I go out on the road now and I 
meet these women who are 50 and 
60 and 70 years old, and they look 
up at me and smile and blush, all 
the wrinkles disappear, and I can 
see what they looked like when 
they were young. I like the fact 
that I can do that. I don’t think it’s 
egotistical. Maybe it is, but I don’t 
give a shit. I just like it.” T

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Heavy into Judy 

Sammy Williams impersonates Garland

nyone who saw the original 
cast of A Chorus Line is 
i bound to recall Sammy 
Williams’ performance. He played 
Paul, a dancer whose wrenching 
description of the night his par¬ 
ents found him performing in a 
drag show helped win him a Tony 
Award. 

But playing a character who 
talks about doing drag isn’t at all 
the same as actually getting into 
the gear. “I didn’t want to audi¬ 
tion, because I didn’t think it was 
my kind of show,” Williams said of 
Doing Judy!, beginning a run Oct. 
4 at the Alcazar. “It said ‘drag,’ and 
I’ve never done that, and I wasn’t 
comfortable doing it.” 


The lure of the job helped him 
overcome his reservations, and 
less than a week later, he was in re¬ 
hearsals for the Los Angeles pro¬ 
duction of Dan Evans’ 
mystery comedy. “I real¬ 
ly didn’t know what I 
was getting myself into,” 

Williams said in a recent 
phone interview. 

But he turned out to 
like what he had got 
himself into, and agreed 
to stay on with the 
cast for the SF run. 

Williams is playing 
a Judy Garland im¬ 
personator who may be the next 
target of a serial killer of guys who 
do Judy. First-time playwright 
Evans imagines a school for Gar¬ 
land impersonators that a straight 


police detective joins to catch the 
perpetrator, by going undercover 
as yet another Judy. 

For the San Francisco run of 
Doing Judy!, Zach Galli- 
gan ( Gremlins ) has 
taken over the role of 
Detective Mike Manley. 
But most of the other 
featured performers are 
recreating their roles 
from the well-received 
LA production of earli¬ 
er this year. They 
include Williams as 
an aging Judy 
wannabe, L.B. Fish¬ 
er as his young companion who 
favors Liza, and Todd Sherry, who 
runs the class where warm-up ex¬ 
ercises include Judy-robics. 

“It’s not a drag show,” Williams 
said of Doing Judy! “It's a real play. 
It’s on the same level as, perhaps, 
La Cage aux Folles.” 

Williams had to quickly brush 
up on his Garland after he landed 
the role. “Because I play the older 
Judy, I really concentrated on her 
life after the studio stuff,” he said. 
“We had a Judy night at the direc¬ 
tor’s house. A Judy impersonator 
came over to show us different 
moves, and how to put on Judy 
makeup.” 

He also got to tell the group of 
his first-hand experiences with 
Judy Garland. “I was 18, doing my 
first Broadway show, and there 
was a bar called the Penthouse. 
Judy and Martha Raye would 
come in and hang out all night, 
and drink and drink and drink. 
We would go over and say hello to 
Judy, and she’d give us big hugs 
and stuff like that.” 

Williams landed his first 
Broadway show, The Happy Time, 
fresh out of high school. He also 
danced with Lauren Bacall in Ap¬ 
plause, and then came the life¬ 
shaking experience of A Chorus 
Line.

“There were so many wonder¬ 
ful things about it and so many 
bad things about it,” Williams said 
of director Michael Bennett’s 
masterpiece. “We were the high 
court of Broadway, and people 
just loved us and showered us 
with gifts and thank-you notes 
and goodness. But the relation¬ 
ship with Michael was difficult, 
and the fact we were being used 
and abused by the producers was 
difficult.” 

Despite his Tony Award and 
the enormous success of A Chorus 
Line, Williams had trouble finding 
desirable roles. “A lot of the roles I 
was being considered for were 
things like Cats and Starlight Ex¬ 
press. I was already up in my 30s, 
and I wanted to transfer over to 
just being an actor. There were not 
a lot of gay roles then, and I was 
so well-known for Paul that I was 
typecast. I needed to move on.” 

For the next 12 years, Williams 
ran a floral design business in Los 
Angeles. He proudly cites the 
awards for his work on Rose Bowl 
Parade floats. “To me,” he said, 
“that’s like the Tony Awards of 
flowers.” 

A couple of years ago, Williams 
began feeling the urge to perform 
again. “I can use my dancing abil¬ 
ity for movement and to give me a 
little bit of an edge perhaps over 
another actor,” he said, “but I 
don’t have to do time steps and 
jumps and leaps to get a job.” 

With Doing Judy!, Williams is 
finally doing drag, after famously 
playing a character who once did 
drag. “In the middle of the LA 
run, it occurred to me that I was 
actually living the role of Paul for 
real,” Williams said. “I went, OK, I 
guess it was meant to be.”

ide a trolley,” responded 
Tommy Femia without a 
moment’s hesitation when 
I asked him what he wanted to do 
in San Francisco. This comes as no 
surprise, since Femia is famous for 
impersonating Judy Garland. I 
can easily imagine him hanging 
off the back of a Powell Street 
cable car, singing, “Clang, clang, 
clang!” to the tourists around 
Union Square, while he’s here 
with his acclaimed show, Judy 
Garland! Live! 

“I was just watching a movie 
with Sigourney Weaver set in San 
Francisco,” Femia said when I 
phoned him a few days ago. 
“Copycat , with lots of bodies pil¬ 
ing up.” I urged him to be careful, 
since three days after he opens for 
a two-week engagement at the 
Plush Room, Doing Judy, the com¬ 
edy about a serial murderer of 
Judy Garland impersonators, is 
opening down the street at the Al¬ 
cazar Theatre. 

“Lots of dead drag queens,” 
Femia quipped, seemingly undis¬ 
mayed. He had been sent the 
script in anticipation of perform¬ 
ing the play (it hasn’t worked out 
yet) and found it quite funny. But 
he doesn’t consider himself a drag 
queen. “I’m an actor playing a 
role. The role just happens to be 
Judy Garland.” 

Femia has been performing 
that role for nearly a decade in 
New York, where, according to his 
website tommyfemia.com, the 
New York Times called him “fabu¬ 
lous.”

quick costume change. 

“This is not a museum piece,” 
Femia insisted, a not-so-veiled 
reference to another Garland im¬ 
personator. “I portray her as if she 
never died. I just kept her best 
look.” The look is that of 196T to 
1964, the years of her ill-fated tele¬ 
vision show and the famous 
Carnegie Hall concert.

dotes, “some real, some made up.”

Nice ’n’ nasty 

T his weekend’s Castro Street Fair, if it holds to tradition, will be 
a wholesome family affair — in stark contrast to last week¬ 
end’s Folsom Street Fair, which was a perv’s pure delight. 
While I’ve always enjoyed the Castro Street Fair for its Gay Lite feel, 
for full-on, hard-core, in-depth queerness, the Folsom Street Fair 
can’t be beat. Being there was deep immersion in raunch, and it felt 
refreshing. It doesn’t hurt that Ggreg Taylor is back in town orga¬ 
nizing and emceeing talent shows in his inimitable way, bringing 
welcome sleaze back to the city after a long exile. 

At Folsom Street Fair, in gorgeous autumn weather, thousands 
were rewarded with visions of naked butts, pecs, harnesses, and 
dicks amid scantily leather/kink-clad masses. Spanking booths, 
bondage displays, slave boys on leashes and all the rest were part of 
the revelries. Tranny band Pepperspray woke everybody up at noon 
with a loud, wildly energetic set that made great use of the talents 
of Peggy L’eggs, Precious Moments, Tinkle, Jordan L’Moore and 
Princess Kennedy. Later the Trannyshack set offered a twisted, cut¬ 
ting anti-war number by Vinsantos, with a demonic GWB with 
guns versus rockers with a giant guitar. Heklina herself raunchily 
picked a pretty party boy out of the audience and licked his butt on 
stage, but then declined to go all the way, leaving his brown star for 
others to attend to. Pansy Division again proved they’re the hottest 
homocore band ever, playing paens to dicks and loose boys. 

Meanwhile, a couple of exhibits opened last weekend that glo¬ 
ried in raunch. Both were attended by the glitterati of the queer art 
scene.

Luckily the weather was great, 
because the huge crowd flowed out onto the sidewalk, where the 
party felt just like old times, with many of the former nasty boys in 
attendance, a bit more shop worn, for sure, but still dick obsessed. 

Reportedly the same deviant art crowd turned out for the open¬ 
ing of peres projects’ Bruce LaBruce exhibit (see Wednesday), 
though I didn’t make it to see first-hand.

ed from patterns with high con¬ 
trasts to more subtle images. 

“I’m attracted to things that 
are very graphic,” he says. “The sil¬ 
houette of a leaf form, and also 
the subtleties within that.” 

Another artist showing at the 
SFGLAA event is Gregg Cassin, 
who came to SF in 1980 after liv¬ 
ing in New York, Boston and Paris. 
“When I tested positive for HIV, I 
came to San Francisco, to work 
with AIDS groups and run a non¬ 
profit,” he says. 

Cassin left the workforce to be¬ 
come a full-time dad to his former 
partner’s six-year-old daughter. 
He started painting four years ago, 
partly as a response to the anti-gay 
campaigns of the Religious Right. 

“When the Born Agains start¬ 
ed taking out ads in the New York 
Times urging gay people to be¬ 
come straight, it was so offensive 
to me that the image of Jesus had 
been co-opted by this hateful 
force,” he says. 

Cassin, who was raised 
Catholic, began to create art as a 
protest to religious oppression. 
His collages combine Biblical 
icons and contemporary images, 
including cast-off photos of chil¬

dren and prisoners. “I wanted to 
take back the religious images to 
make a social commentary about 
suffering and oppression,” he says.

dio is 24-year-old artist Rene 
Capone, whose paintings of 
young men amid mythical dream- 
scapes have generated a loyal fol¬ 
lowing of collectors. 

Capone moved from New York 
to SF in 2000, after attending Par¬ 
sons at New School University. He 
caught the attention of local col¬ 
lectors with a show last year at 
Squint Gallery, and has developed 
a national following through his 
website www.renecapone.com. 

With an evocative blend of 
childhood wonder and homo¬ 
eroticism, Capone explores what 
he calls “the physiology of make- 
believe,” creating mythic images 
and scenes that are often mysteri¬ 
ous, surreal and psychologically 
compelling. 

Although he doesn’t catego¬ 
rize his work as specifically gay, 
the fact that Capone uses nude 
images of young men has pre¬ 
vented some galleries from show¬ 
ing his work. “Gallery owners 
have said, ‘I love your work, I 
think it’s great, but I can’t sell it 
because most of my clients are 
straight.’” 

While many people purchase 
art during Open Studios, Cassin 
explains that selling his work isn’t 
necessarily the primary goal of the 
event. “It’s really a great opportu¬ 
nity to share what we’ve created, 
and hear people’s responses to the 
work.” ▼
